Three-time 500cc World Road Rac- 
ing Champion Kenny Roberts broke 
his left femur, bruised his spleen and 
dislocated his shoulder August 18 
when he crashed a YZ250 Yamaha 
while play-riding in the California 
desert. Roberts spent two days in 
intensive care; he’s scheduled for 
surgery to pin the leg and will be 
hospitalized for 10 to 14 days. Cards 
and letters should be sent to St. Jo- 
seph’s Hospital, 1100 Stewart Dr., 
Orange, CA 92665.

For the first time in recent memory, 
the Formula One event at Sears Point 
featured the winners of all three regu- 
lar support events. Superbike winner 
Wes Cooley rode and finished fourth, 
while Don Greene (Formula Two), 
John Williams (Battle of the Twins) 
and Bruce Lind (Sidecar) also compe- 


ted.

As reported elsewhere in this issue, 
Honda’s Fred Merkel fractured his 
wrist at Sears Point. He was sche- 
duled to fly to Denver, Colorado, 
on August 20, where he will under- 
go surgery to have a screw put in 
to hold the wrist together. Dr. 
Dave Kiefer, the doctor who 
worked on Mike Baldwin's wrist 
last year and a road racer himself, 
is to perform the surgery and Mer- 
kel hopes to compete at the Sep- 
tember 1 Superbike round at Brain- 
erd, Minnesota. 


Husqvarna’s Mike Melton edged 
teammate Terry Cunningham by a 
single point for the overall win at the 
August 19 Jack Pine National 
Championship Enduro in Moores- 
town, Michigan. Melton lost nine 
points to Cunningham's 10 in the 
200-mile run. Gary Johnston (Hus) 
with 11 points, Alan Randt (Hus) at 
15 and Kevin Hines (Hus) with 16 
points rounded out the top five over- 
all. Ken Johnson (Hus) topped the B 
ranks. Cunningham still leads the 
series point chase over Melton, 207 to 
204, with Hines third at 167 with 
three rounds remaining. 





Youth, Senior and Women’s Na- 
tional Championship MX Finals at 
Loretta Lynn's Dude Ranch in Hur- 
ricane Mills, Tennessee, saw 25 
class champions crowned. Eddie 
Hicks (Yam) led four riders with 
double title wins, taking crowns in 
the 85cc (14-15) Stock and Modi- 
fied classes. Shawn Kalos (Hon) 
was the 85cc (12-13) Stock and 
125cc B Youth winner with Marty 
Vaughn (Kaw) topping the 65cc 
(7-11) Stock and Modified ranks. 
Eddie Warren (Kaw) won the Pro- 
Am and 125cc A Modified Ama- 
teur titles. 


This year’s Daytona 200 was the last 
motorcycle race run on the 3.87-mile 
combined oval/infield course at Day- 
tona International Speedway. The 
recently completed revamping of the 
infield portion of the track cuts the 
length to 3.56 miles. Riders in the 
November 2 combined AMA Pro- 
Am/Championship Cup/Endurance 
Road Race Championship Series fi- 
nals will be the first on two wheels to 
sample the new course. 


Bell Helmets, Castrol and GS Per- 
formance will be supporting the 
September 15 Steamboat Springs 
Historic Motorcycle race to be held 
on the streets of the scenic Colo- 
rado resort community. The Moun- 
tain Roadracing Association and 
the Historic Motorcycle Racing 
Association are the co-sponsors 
of the event, which will feature 
Dick Mann as the race steward. 
There will be the standard AMA 
vintage classes as run in the Day- 
tona Vintage race, plus 250cc, 
pre-WWII and both street and GP 
750 classes added. A $1500 cash 
purse is also up for grabs, and for 
racers with modern motorcycles 
in their garages, the MRA is host- 
ing an event for regular racing 
machinery on the following day.

HosPITal STOP: AMA/CMC Ex- 
pert motocrosser Vernon Forsyth is 
recuperating at home following 
shoulder support surgery to repair a 
rotator cuff.

Kawasaki's Jeff Ward denied the 
rumor about him competing in the 
500cc World Championship GPs 
next year. Last week we reported 
that a weekly European motorcy- 
cle newspaper said that Honda is 
talking to Kawasaki's 500cc World 
MX GP contender Geoges Jobe 
about a factory ride for '85. If 
Jobe decided to leave Kawasaki, it 
was said Ward might replace Jobe, 
but Ward said “‘I'll be racing in the 
U.S. for at least three more years.” 


Making his second appearance after 
breaking his collarbone near his 
shoulder four months ago, Honda's 
Danny “Magoo” Chandler returned 
to action for the last round of the 
AMA/Bel-Ray National MX Cham- 
pionship at Washougal. He easily 
won his qualifier and took fourth in 
the first 500cc National moto. But 
while running third in the second 
moto, Chandler crashed and re-in- 
jured his shoulder. Chandler said, “It 
hurts pretty good and left a big knot 
and scrapes on my shoulder, other- 
wise I’m okay.” 


Mike Larson, while leading the 
500cc qualifier that Chandler won 
at Washougal, also crashed — on 
the first lap — and dislocated his 





shoulder. Larson will be out of 
action at least a few weeks. 


More rider comments on Daytona’s 
decision to run a Superbike 200 in 
1985: “I like the idea,” said Rueben 
McMurter. “I think it'll make it bet- 
ter. I think you can get more support 
from the aftermarket for a Superbike 
than a Formula One bike.” Randy 
Renfrow disagreed. “I couldn't put 
together the program I have now 
with a Superbike. A privateer can 
mount a much better Formula One 
program than a Superbike program. 
And Bill France's argument is that 
the Superbike race will be a more 
interesting race, but I don’t think it is 
a more interesting race — it's the 
same guys always running away.” 
Doug Brauneck said “I don't like it. I 
guess we can make our TZ750s into 
coffee tables, cut the wheels in half so 
they'll sit at the right height and not 
roll.” Greg Smrz said “I’ve been real 
depressed. I'm not about to dump all 
my money I've got in F-1 and build a 
Superbike. There's not enough time 
to do that anyway.” But Ricky Orlan- 
do said *'Personally I think it’s great, 


owning a Superbike and being able - 


to make some money. If I owned a 
Formula One bike I'm sure I'd have 
an opposite opinion." Which, of 
course, is how it's coming down — 
Superbike riders pro, F-1 riders 
against. 


Honda's opinion of the Daytona 
Superbike 200? “The consensus 
of opinion is that we don't really 
have any strong feelings,” says 
Bill Pulskamp of American Honda 
Motor Company's Motorcycle 
Public Relations Department. “‘It’s 
Bill France’s business. If he decides 
to run Superbikes we'll decide if 
we want to run them or not.”

Motorcycle jumper Gary Wells says 
he is promoting a short track dou- 
bleheader to run with the Nevada 
State Fair in Reno on September 
8-9. Wells says he'll alternate 
500cc motorcycles with three- 
quarter midgets on a dirt oval at 
the Fairgrounds, and that there 
will be around $2000 in prize 
money for the racers. At the end of 
each night, Wells is slated to do a 
big bike stunt — a five-story free- 
fall on a motorcycle, hitting a dirt 
mound and then bouncing over a 
‘pit of fire.” Gates open at 10 
a.m. each day and the show is at 
noon. Tickets to it are at the Fair- 
grounds and the MGM Grand. 


The Sequoia National Forest (north- 
ern California) management report- 
edly wants to close motorcycle tails in 
the lower half of the forest — all trails 
below the Big Meadows Area — for 
reasons unrelated to Wilderness desig- 
nation. Since motorcyclists already 
stand to lose miles and miles of trails 
if pending Wilderness legislation 
passes, this may not fall under the 
heading of good news.

Paced by the 12-point perfect 
scores of Eric Gundersen and Bo 
Petersen, Denmark ran away with 
the World Team Cup Speedway 
Championship held August 18 at 
Lezno, Poland. Denmark scored 
44 points to the 24 of England and 
the 20 of the USA. American rid- 
ers won only one heat, and as a 
result Shawn Moran was the top 
American scorer with just six 
points. Kelly Moran and Lance King 
each had five, while Bobby 
Schwartz had two points in two 
rides and reserve John Cook had 








two points from two rides. The 
Danes’ margin of victory was the 
biggest in World Team Cup com- 
petition; their total score tied the

The new rules 


The recent release about Day- 
tona switching the Superbike 
final to Sunday and going from 
100 miles to 200 is not a real sur- 
prise. I have heard discussion on this 
for several years. 

Scheduling the Formula One race 
to Friday and cutting the distance in 
half, plus lowering the purse will 
bring about some comments from 
more people than Dave Aldana, I am 
sure. 

The more I think about the new 
format the more I am liking it — and 
maybe not for the same reasons as 
many of the readers of this column. 

Here’s some for the Superbike event. 
I will like it if at least three of the four 
major brands have already indicated 
to the AMA that they will be involved 
next year and I am sure the AMA 
would not have made the change 
without getting a commitment from 
two or more. 

All but Honda and Yamaha have 
pulled completely out of Formula 
One racing for one reason or another 
and now they have a chance to get 
back into road racing in a different 
class. 

We all read week after week and 
month after month the glowing re- 
ports of how fast each brand is with 
several models. Now is the chance to 
prove it and there are six months to 
get ready. If there is one track in 
America to find out where the beef 
(horsepower) really is it is Daytona. 

This will also benefit the average 
street rider as a 200-mile Superbike 
race would not be approved without 
first going to several tire manufac- 
turers to make sure that tires are 
available for the heavier Superbikes 
which now run twice the distance at 
150 mph-plus. 

All those street riders who load and 
overload their cruisers to the maxi- 
mum may soon have a solution to the 
problem that has been glaring of late. 

I have never seen Kenny Roberts 
race a Superbike. He did not like the 
F-1 race at Daytona, he did not like 
the F-1 machine that he raced to the 
win the past two years and he did not 
like the wide gap in rider ability on 
the track every Sunday once-a-year at 
Daytona. Yamaha will certainly take 
advantage of this change to promote 
their larger street machine and to 
make Kenny happy now that he can 
race on equal equipment that is at 
least 30 mph slower than what he has 
been riding there in recent events. 

It will make Eddie Lawson happy 
even though he never won a Super- 
bike final at Daytona in the past. 
Now he might get that chance one 
more time. 

It should make Freddie Spencer 
very happy as it’s been years since he 
lost a Daytona Superbike final. He 
will now be racing for far more 
money as well. 

Randy Mamola will be happy as he 
has, like Roberts, never ridden in a 
Superbike event before and his curi- 
osity will now be satisfied. 

It will more than please Mike Bald-

win who failed to win the Superbike 
title in '83 and will now get another 
chance. It will perhaps displease Fred 
Merkel as he may have to wait one 
more year to win the event. 

Roberts, Spencer, Mamola, Law- 
son, Baldwin and Merkel. A Super- 
bike main event to end all main 
events. Now all we need is commit- 
ments and confirmations from each 
factory and the AMA that it is going 
to happen. 

I like the cutback in the Formula 
One National final from 200 miles to 
100. I have sat up in the announcing 
tower since 1962 waiting for a close 
finish between one or more riders 
that has never happened. (It did hap- 
pen in 1961, though.) 

Every year the first 100 miles is a 
run-and-gun affair and in the past as 
many as six to 10 riders have been in 
contention for the lead at that point, 
26 laps. 

Iam so used to seeing a close finish 
on Saturday for the annual 250 F-2 
final that a Friday F-1 final will be 
like a bonus — if we can figure out a 
way to avoid gas stops and tire changes 
for all of the pre-race favorites. 

American racing has been very tra- 
ditional in the past. It is nice to see 
some change for sake of change. For 
example, for several years a faction in 
racing has been trying to get a 500 
rule into dirt track racing — all dirt 
track racing. But the few advocates of 
750 have said over and over again, 
“What are we going to do with all the 
old 750’s?”’ 

For sure a like faction will pop up 
and ask basically the same question 
and the answer to the road racers is, 
“Race them on Friday instead of 





Sunday and race for less money.” 
Maybe not an easy solution but at 
least it is quick and simple. 

So it appears there is still hope for 
the dirt track faction afterall. Espe- 
cially now that there are no tire manu- 
facturers around that can supply a 
dirt tire for more than perhaps 10 
laps ona mile track. Instead of build- 
ing a new cart one just quickly and 
simply changes the horses (500cc?). 

But back to Daytona and road rac- 
ing. Our racing in general has long 
resisted change, any kind of change. 
Ithas taken years sometimes to change 
a format or a few rules in any given 
year. 

Too often too many have taken a 
negative attitude long before the 
actual testing of a new rule or rule 
change. 

What Daytona and the AMA have 
done is to well in advance advise the 
road racing world that there is a for- 
mat and purse change for the Speed- 
week in 1985. 

At this time nobody can say if they 
will now see Freddie Spencer and his 
Honda run away and hide on Sunday 
instead of Friday or if Kenny Roberts 
will do his hiding on Friday instead 
of Sunday. 

As of this date it only means that 
for you fans of F-1 road racing you 
can leave Daytona earlier and get 
home sooner. If you favor Superbikes 
than you can leave home later and 
still see your favorite brand and rider. 

Let's give the manufacturers of 
cycles, the manufacturers of tires and 
the riders a chance to see how they all 
are going to react to this change in 
tradition before we make our judge- 
ments. e

Although I was unable to 
attend, other Team Obsolete members 
reported that in general things went 
very smoothly. 

However, you may not be aware 
that just before the 5:00 p.m. depar- 
ture time there was some rather 
heavy-handed behavior by Pocono 
Raceway personnel. While our team 
was busy completing the loading of 
the truck they were threatened with 
“eviction by towtruck.’’ Then the 
towtruck arrived. Names, rank and 
serial numbers of rider and support 
crew were demanded. Thinly veiled 
intimations of doom were in the air. 
Ultimately our truck did escape the 
wrath of the hook at 5:00 p.m. 





While our team may be guilty of 
failing to timely commence loading 
(apparently a felony at Pocono 
Raceway on that day) there was 
clearly nothing they could do at 4:45 
p.m. except to continue to load at full 
speed 

Gestapo tactics have no place atan 
AMA-sanctioned event. Riders and 
crew deserve and are entitled to be 
treated with respect. When a breach 
occurs we look to our AMA to take 
appropriate corrective action.

In favor of drugs 


I am responding to Keith Code’s 
diatribe on drugs and racing for one 
essential reason. That is that moral 
supremacism in a free society is both 
unacceptable and dangerous. Not only 
is drug use not a black and white 
issue, Code’s qualifications on the 
subject are questionable. 

I recently graduated from the Uni- 
versity of California at Santa Cruz 
with a B.A. in psychology. I studied 
drug use patterns extensively, as well 
as philosophy, law, and sociology as 
related to drug useage. I also come 
from a generation with a vast quan- 
tity of experience with drugs, and I 
have seen very few drug casualties. I 
am about to undertake the study of 
law in earnest. So much for my quali- 
fications to discuss the subject. For 
the record, I am alsoa reasonably fast 
racer, though I would not call myself 
an “expert” as Mr. Code might justi- 
fiably do. 

The list of individuals who have 
made major scientific or cultural con- 
tributions to our society while ad- 
dicted to or under the influence of 
drugs is astonishing. Dr. William 
Halstadt, one of the founders of John 
Hopkins Medical School and consi- 
dered “the father of modern surgery” 
was a lifelong heroin addict. His 
major contribution was the discovery 
of local anaesthesia...which he dis- 
covered and applied to surgery after 
partying on the new drug “cocaine.” 
He lived to a ripe old age and prac- 
ticed medicine successfully right up 
to the end. That there are certain “top 
riders” who use drugs merely proves 





that it is possible to use them and be 
successful. 

In fact, Harry Anslinger, the Com- 
missioner of the old Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics, noted that congressmen, 
doctors, lawyers, bankers, pharma- 
cists and others all seem to be able to 
function competently in their profes- 
sions for years on end while their 
drug addictions remained unexposed. 
Countless unheralded studies (read 
“unpopular studies”) show that 
drugs, even addicting ones, do not 
intrinsically lead one to destroy one’s 
own life. What studies do show is 
that approximately 10% of the people 
who experiment with any given drug 
end up allowing the drug to disrupt 
their lives. This figure is relatively 
static, spanning drugs like coffee, 
alcohol, cocaine and heroin. 

That is unless, of course, one counts 
legal disruptions... With legal disrup- 
tions, the effect on the individuals of 
our society's laws are far more con- 
sistently destructive. For the addict 
especially, but to the habitue’ and 
recreational user too, high drug 
prices resulting from law enforce- 
ment policies force the turn to crime 
or dealing. And even if not forced 
into crime, a simple bust for posses- 
sion will clearly do more to destroy 
an individual's potential to lead a 
productive life than the effects drugs 
are likely to have. 

The same evidence that shows that 
we can store toxins in our fat is an 
argument for the concept that the 
joint you smoke or the beer you drink 
on Tuesday won’t effect your riding 
on Sunday. All that is required is that 
one physically stresses one’s body a 
couple of times during the days in 
between, and one will metabolize 
available fat and cleanse the blood of 
any toxins that are likely to be released. 
In fact, this consequence of exercis- 
ing is the reason why we feel so good 
after a good work out. 

The difference then between the 
good guy and the bad guy has more to 
do with staying in shape, and using 
drugs (and, for that matter, food) in 
moderation and at sensible times. 
Like not directly on or before race day. 

The individual who has a drug 
problem is just an individual with a 
problem. The drug itself is not re- 
sponsible. 

Let it also be known that many of 
us AFM'ers race just for the fun of it. 
It is not the focus of our lives as it is 
for the extreme Mr. Code. I agree only 
that it is appropriate to give up drugs 
before and on race day.

Baldwin leads V-3 sweep 
at Sears Point

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 19 


“Come on Cooley!” screamed Nancy Cooley 
at her husband, Wes. “Just one more lap!” 
she yelled as Cooley drove hard out of 180° 
turn 11 at Sears Point Raceway, Randy Ren- 


frow and Richard Schlachter 
close behind. 

All three were on Honda 
RS500 V-3s; they had run two- 
three-four in varying combinations 


for most of the Formula One laps run 
that day. Mike Baldwin and his RS500 
were already long gone; this single 
remaining lap would determine who 
finished second and who finished 
fourth. 

It had been a long race, on a long 
day. Three starts it took; two red- 
flags after crashes caused delays. That 
was fortunate for Renfrow — his bike 
blew a fork seal shortly after the first 
start, and he couldn't have finished if 
the race hadn’t been stopped. 

But it was stopped, and Renfrow 
and his mechanic and sponsor Burt 
Bigoney borrowed a fork leg assem- 
bly from Team Honda, bolting it in 
place in time for the first restart. 

It had looked like Formula One 
would be a battle between Baldwin, 
who won his heat race turning 1 
minute, 47-second lap times, and 
Cooley, (who turned 1:45.2 to break 
Kenny Roberts’ lap record last year, 
using a 1000cc Kawasaki Superbike 
to beat Baldwin and win); Cooley also 
turned 1:47s in winning his heat race. 

Three-time U.S. F-1 Champion 
Baldwin beat two-time U.S. F-1 
Champion Rich Schlachter and dirt- 
tracker Doug Chandler in that first 
heat race, Chandler riding a Honda 
Superbike fitted with a works 850cc 
V-4 endurance engine, looking for 
Camel Pro Series points on pave- 
ment. Chandler, riding under the 
guidance of Keith Code, was second 
for the first few laps of the five-lap 
heat. 

Cooley won his heat race by beat- 
ing Renfrow, Gregg Smrz on a TZ750, 
Don Greene on Sandy Kosman's 
Segale-framed KZ1000J, Rueben 
McMurter 750cc VF750F Superbike, 
dirt-tracker Bubba Shobert (on another 





850cc VF750F Superbike on another 
points-finding mission) and Harry 
Klinzmann on his KZ1000R ELR 
Superbike. 

Cooley finished way ahead of those 
guys, but for the first few laps Dave 
Emde had Sandy Kosman's KZ1000 
Superbike hot on Cooley's tail. Both 
ran 1:47 lap times, but Emde crashed 
in turn seven on the third lap and 
broke his collarbone. 

Baldwin was first off the grid at the 
start of the final, Cooley right behind, 
Chandler and Shobert third and 
fourth; after a lap Renfrow and 
Schlachter were third and fourth, 
Chandler and Shobert fifth and sixth, 
Jimmy Adamo and Reno Leoni's 
Cagiva seventh ahead of Klinzmann, 
McMurter, Greene and Smrz. 

Then Klinzmann crashed, and the 
race was red-flagged to allow ambu- 
lance access to the turn seven crash 
site. Klinzmann broke a wrist and an 
ankle in the incident. 

While Klinzmann was transported 
to the hospital, Renfrow and Bigo- 
ney swapped fork legs. Baldwin's 
mechanics topped off his bike's gas 
tank; most riders and crew members 
did nothing. 

Baldwin won the restart, too, Coo- 
ley again second, Chandler and Sho- 
bert and Schlachter following. It was 
Baldwin, Cooley, Schlachter when 
near-last-place Tom Reinecker crash- 
ed his TZ750 in turn two. Devin Bat- 
tley was right behind Reinecker, and 
ran over Reinecker's feet; Reinecker 
lay in the track as corner workers 
frantically pulled his bike off the 
pavement, waving yellow caution 
flags and red-and-yellow oil flags at 
the riders. The leaders came around 
one more time, and then the race was 
red-flagged again. 

This time Stuart Toomey and crew 
changed the front wheel — mount- 
ing one with a fresh tire — on 
Schlachter’s MacLean Racing Honda. 
Larry Worrell adjusted Cooley’s bike’s 
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Labrosse pursues DeMuro and Busby in F-2. DeMuro rode in a collarbone 
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brace — he broke it just four weeks ago. 








clutch. Phil McDonald changed the 
rear wheel on Baldwin's RS. 

Baldwin won the third start, just as 
he had the other two, but this time 
Cooley was closer; Cooley took the 
lead briefly, passing Baldwin enter- 
ing the last turn and holding first for 
a lap, the crowd around turns two 
and three cheering as Cooley stormed 
up the hill in front. 


But just as quickly Baldwin was 
out front again, passing on the way 
out of that same, last turn. He turned 
1:46 lap. times, and reeled off a string 
of them, all as identical as anything 
involving humans can be. Baldwin 
can be testy, often coming off as an 
elitest in person, but he has one re- 
deeming social value: he rides hard. 

He used all the racetrack, his front 


"wheel half-an-inch away from the 


concrete border of the asphalt in turn 
two, and he turned on the gas early. 
Cooley, so close and yet so far, came 
through the same section of the track 
maybe one foot inside the track edge, 
and that tiny difference — showing 
up as a fraction of a second in this 
corner, a fraction of a second in that 
corner — was the difference between 
Baldwin's 1:46s and Cooley's early- 
race 1:46s and 1:47s. 

By the third lap of the third start, 
Baldwin had one-second-and-a-frac- 
tion on Cooley; Renfrow and 
Schlachter were six seconds farther 
back. Behind them came Chandler, 
Shobert, Greene and McMurter in a 
pack, followed by Smrz, Miles Bald- 
win on his RS500, Doug Brauneck on 
his TZ750, Scott Gray on a GS750 
Superbike and Ricky Orlando on his 
VR750F Superbike. 

By the time Mike Bałdwin had 
three seconds on Cooley, Cooley had 
eight on Renfrow and Schlachter; 
Chandler was running alone in fifth; 
McMurter led Greene; and Miles 
Baldwin had broken free and was 
gaining on Greene. 

It didn't last long for Miles Bald- 
win. His bike's aluminum-alloy- 
spoked ComStar rear wheel went, 
several of the flat, stamped spokes 
breaking completely through. He 
pulled off the track. 

Shobert crashed; he'd say later that 
his bike's steering damper broke just 
before he fell. 

Gray and his Suzuki caught and 
hooked onto McMurter and Brau- 
neck; all had left Smrz behind, and 
Brauneck had passed McMurter. Then 
Brauneck crashed entering turn 11, 
braking over a painted line (he had 
done the same thing in a heat race, 
but wouldn't figure it out until after 
the final) and sliding to a halt. He 
was quickly up and running, but by 
that time McMurter and Gray were 
gone. 

It had looked like the finish would 
be Baldwin-Cooley-Renfrow- 
Schlachter or maybe Schlachter-Ren- 
frow. But Cooley starts and runs the 
first half of races faster than he fin- 
ishes — or at least it seems that way 
lately. And Renfrow starts slower 
than he finishes; Schlachter sometimes 





goes one way, sometimes the other. 

In this case Renfrow turned on the 
gas and notched the fastest lap of the 
race, a 1:45.8 in a drive that pulled 
him up toand past Cooley for second 
place — followed by a 1:50 lap anda 
drop back down to fourth. 

It was just after Renfrow passed 
Cooley; he wanted a big drive out of 
turn 8A, the beginning of the Sears 
Point esses. But Renfrow grabbed too 
much gas too early, his RS pushing 
the front end, then sliding the rear 
wheel. Renfrow was out-of-control, 
hands locked to the handlebars but 
bike sideways, feet off the pegs, butt 
in the air. His shoulders hit the plex- 
iglass windshield on his bike’s stream- 
lined fairing, breaking it out in jagged 
chunks which he left behind on the 
track. Cooley and Schlachter were 
back by, but it wasn’t over. 

Renfrow gained back his lost 
ground and repassed Schlachter, then 
Cooley, regaining second place on 
the last lap in turn seven, a u-turn, 
after Nancy Cooley's shouted exhortations 
to her husband, out of sight of the 
pits where Nancy yelled and watched 
for a glimpse of the racers coming 
down the esses. 

Cooley wasn't finished, he'd say 
later, knowing that a really good 
drive down the first half of the esses 
could set up Renfrow for a pass in 
turn nine or maybe turn 10. 

But Renfrow bobbled, backed off 
the throttle for a millisecond in turn 
8A again — where he had broken out 
his bubble several laps earlier — and 
Cooley hit him, his bike’s front wheel 
running into Renfrow’s bike’s rear 
wheel, Cooley’s feet flying off the 
pegs as he wrestled with the handle- 
bars, trying to stay upright. 

He did, but lost his drive, down- 
shifted, had to watch in frustration as 
Renfrow pulled away and Schlachter 
passed him and barely beat him across 
the finish line for third place. 

Meanwhile, Gray’s bike coasted to 
the track edge; he didn’t finish. John 
Williams brought Dale Newton’s 
750cc Ducati from way behind to 
catch Greene for ninth place; Greene 
was fading fast — having won the F-2 
race before riding in F-1 turned his 
ride into a personal endurance event 
on the bumpy, twisty track. 

Ahead of Williams and Greene, 
but behind Chandler, were sixth- 
place McMurter, seventh-place Smrz 
and eighth-place Orlando. 

“It wasa good race,” said Schlachter 
afterwards. ““We were all slippin’ and 
slidin’ and jumpin’ around out there.”

Merkel falls, 
Cooley runs away

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 17 

Wes Cooley ended a three-year 
drought in the class when he 
took a Yoshimura-prepped 
Suzuki to top spot in the 50- 
mile Superbike final on the twisty 
Sears Point course. Cooley led a ma- 
jority of the laps and finished well 
clear of runners-up Sam McDonald 
and Rueben McMurter, both on Hon- 
das. 

But for the first six laps of the 20- 
lap final, Honda’s Fred Merkel had 
clearly been the fastest rider on the 
track. On the fateful seventh lap, 
Merkel lost control of the front end in 
turn 10, a fast right-hander. He slid 
into and then exploded tke haybales. 
His bike caught fire as it slid along 
the ground before hitting a barrier, 
bouncing high in the air arrd coming 
to the ground in back of a stack of 
ures. 

The red flag came out immediately. 
As bad as the crash looked, Merkel 
came out relatively the less for wear. 
He was conscious and alert, but his 
right wrist was splinted and he went 
to a local hospital for X-rays. 

Merkel was treated for a fractured 
wrist and released. At the track the 
following day, he said of the crash, “I 
think I leaned it over too far and 
hung up the cases.” As to his injury 
he said, “I’m flying to Denver tomor- 
row and then Dr. Dave Kiefer will put 
ascrew in the wrist to keep it together. 
Hopefully I'll be back in two weeks.” 
As a result of the crash McDonald 
narrowed Merkel’s points lead to 16, 
136-120. 

Cooley, who led from the drop of 
the flag on the restart, said after it was 
over, “I really hate to win this way. 
Fred was obviously faster, but he did 
it to himself and that’s the way it 
goes. That's racing.” 

Two five-lap heats were run to es- 
tablish a starting grid for the 25-rider 
field. Merkel led all the way in the 
first and fastest heat. Cooley ran 
second for the first three laps. before 
hot Canadian rider McMurter found 
a way by. Cooley, riding in only his 
third Superbike event of the year, was 
not to be held to third and, on the last 
lap, slipped past McMurter going 
into turn 10, diced with him through 
the next two corners, and then won 
the drag race to the finish line. 

Ex-Honda support riders McDon- 
ald and Roberto Pietri ran 1-2 at the 
beginning of the second:heat. Pietri 





challenged McDonald twice in the 
first two laps, but then coasted off the 
course with a broken bike on lap 
three. Colorado's Ricky Orlando then 
moved up and passed McDonald 
briefly, but it was McDonald first 
across the finish line. 

When they lined up for the feature 
event, Merkel held the pole on the 
Mike Velasco-tuned factory Intercep- 
tor. McDonald, riding with his right 
thumb heavily taped as a result of 
jamming it when he got off the 
course in Friday's practice (when he 
crashed in a chuckhole at about five 
mph), was next to Merkel. Then 
there was Cooley, whose Suzuki pro- 
duced a howling scream that made 
the Hondas seem flat and raspy in 
comparison. 

The start was delayed slightly when 
Kevin Monohan dropped his Kawa- 
saki in turn two on the warm-up lap, 
leaving an oil deposit on the racing 
line. Corner workers applied grease 
sweep, and after another warm-up 
lap, the field was set to go. 

It was Cooley in the point position 
as the field swept through the left- 
hand first turn and up the hill. 
McDonald was second initially, but 
then was quickly displaced by Merkel 
and McMurter. 

At the end of a lap Cooley and 
Merkel were mere microns apart, with 
a very slight gap back to McMur- 
ter. Going into turn 11 on the second 
lap Merkel dove past Cooley and the 
lead was his. Behind the first three 
were McDonald, northern California 's 
Scott Gray, Orlando, Rich Oliver 
and Michael Harth. 

At the end of five laps the order was 
stable, Merkel had broken away from 
Cooley and the rest of the pack, esta- 
blishing a lead of over five seconds. 

A lap and three-quarters later, the 
lead was vaporized in a shower of 
sparks, flame and exploding haybales. 
The red flag was displayed imme- 
diately. 

Positions were reverted to the sixth 
lap, and approximately 30 minutes 
later, the race was restarted. 

McDonald was once again the hare 
off the line, but Cooley let that last 
less than a lap. McMurter also passed 
McDonald, who was followed across 
the line by Orlando and Gray. 

As Merkel had done to him, Cooley 
left the pack, putting four seconds on 
McMurter by the ninth lap. 

As Cooley ran by himself, McMur- 
ter, McDonald, Orlando and Oliver 
bunched up in what would develop 
into a tremendous four-rider duel. 
Gray, riding a four-year-old Suzuki, 
was in the thick of it at the begin- 
ning, but then had to pull off the 
track on lap 14 with a flat front tire. 

From laps 12 to 18, the battle for 
second was worth the price of an 
admission ticket. McMurter, McDon- 
ald, Orlando and Oliver weren’t just 
swapping positions two or three times 











a lap, but, “three or four times every 
corner,” according to McDonald. 

By the 17th lap the battle had 
broken down into a pair of battles, 
McDonald/McMurter and Oliver/ 
Orlando. On lap 18 McMurter bob- 
bled coming out of turn seven and 
McDonald shot to an immediate six- 
bikelength advantage. 

Cooley finished an easy first, more 
than 10 seconds ahead in spite of 
cooling his pace in the late laps. 
McDonald was second over McMur- 
ter. The Oliver/Orlando duel might 
have gone to the line, but Oliver’s 
bike had problems. Excessive crank- 
shaft play eventually altered the igni- 
tion timing and he coasted across the 
finish line, beating his fist on the 
tank. 

Former dirt tracker Jeff Haney rode 
a smooth race to finish sixth over 
Kerry Bryant and Bernd Koegler. Pat 
Hernon and Carry Andrew rounded 
out the top 10. 

“Everything went smooth,” said 
Cooley. “I thought that after the way 
the heat race went Rueben would be 
pressing me a little harder, but we 
went to a little softer compound tire 
for the main event and it seemed to 
work out perfectly. Honda gives mea 
lot of support for the Formula One 
class, but I think it's good that we had 
another brand in the Superbikes.” 

“That was a tooth-and-nail bat- 
tle,” said McDonald. “I don't think 
any of us knew from one corner to the 
next who was going to be leading. 
That's what racing is all about and I 
think we gave the crowd a helluva 
show.” 

Asked if his injured thumb had 
bothered him, McDonald said, “Yes, 
especially after the restart. I cut my 
fastest laps then but it was definitely 
adrenalin.” 

"I'd hoped to keep up with Wes 
like I.did in the heat race,” said 
McMurter, “But I couldn't and I 
ended up in the race for second. Then 
I blew in one of the corners two laps 
from the finish and let Sam get away. 
I would like to thank Udo Gietl and 
Mervyn Plumlee from American 
Honda. After I dropped a valve in 
Portland last week they helped me fly 
my engine down to Los Angeles 
where we worked on it in their shop 
and ran it on the dyno before flying it 
back here.” ` SABRE

Greene’s win 
extends lead

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 19 

Don Greene won the Formula 
Tworace at Sears Point, riding 
his Yamaha to win on his home 
track and increase his already- 
strong championship points lead. 
Second-in-points (and former points 
leader) Chris Steward finished seven- 
th and now trails Greene 83 points to 
103 points. 

Greene was favored all weekend. 
He won his heat race on the same 
tires he used to finish second last 
week at Portland; his bike was basi- 
cally untouched since that race. He 
put on new tires before the final. 

Portland winner Alan Labrosse won 
the other F-2 heat, passing Dave 
Busby in the last turn. 

But when the flag fell for the final, 
it was Busby out in front on his 
Yamaha, Greene right behind. Tracy 
DeMuro and Labrosse were third and 
fourth on the first lap, and that 
quartet quickly pulled away from the 
rest of the riders. 

Busby and Greene gained ground, 
together; Labrosse passed DeMuro. 

Behind them, Dave Sadowski, 
Steward and John Glover battled, 
Sadowski leading Steward and Glover; 
then Glover leading Sadowski and 
Steward. Glover gained a little dis- 
tance, then lost it. Labrosse caught 
up to Greene and Busby, and DeMuro 
was alone, between the leading and 
trailing groups: * * ; : 
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Dave Busby (38) leads Don Greene (20), Alan Labrosse (27) and Tracy 
DeMuro in F-2. (Below) John Williams topped BoTT again. 
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But Sears Point is a difficult track, 
and where you are one lap isn't neces- 
sarily where you'll be able to stay. 

Busby's bike lost part of one silen- 
cer, the stinger falling off in the esses. 
A corner worker ran out to retrieve it, 
grabbing it with a bare hand and 
tossing it in the air as he discovered it 
was blazing hot. 

And with the loss of that piece of 
pipe, Busby's bike slowed down, and 
Greene was past and gone. Greene 
turned his fastest lap then — 1:47 — 
and wouldn't be challenged for the 
lead again. 

Labrosse gained and passed Busby; 
but Labrosse would later say that he 
found the pace needed to stay ahead 
of Busby — 1:48s — too frantic, the 
tankslappers too constant on the 
bumpy course. Not wanting to crash 
— like he did in the Sears Point Pro- 
am a few months ago — Labrosse 
backed it down. 

Meanwhile, DeMuro was gaining; 
he passed Labrosse and set out after 


Busby. 

Behind them, Glover passed Sa- 
dowski — he, too found the pace too 
hot, he would explain later, and 
settled down, concentrating on his 
riding and his own pace instead of 
Sadowski. That concentration would 
bring Glover and Barry Elliot’s Spon- 
don-framed Yamaha past Sadowski 
again before the finish, and it would 
stick. 

DeMuro passed Busby at the end; 
Busby’s last chance to repass came in 
turn seven on the last lap, but Busby’s 
foot slipped off a footpeg, he bobbled, 
and the opportunity was lost. 

Greene won. DeMuro was second, 
Busby third, Labrosse fourth and 
Glover fifth. 

Honda’s Sam McDonald retired 
with bike trouble while running about 
eighth.

John Williams, riding Dale 
Newton’s 750 TT1 Ducati, and 
Gene Church, on the Harley 
Owners Group 'Lucifer's 
Hammer,” were the class of the field 
in the Battle of the Twins. 

Together the two put more than 40 
seconds on everybody else before the 
race was red-flagged on the 10th lap 
because of a crash. Williams had up 
to eight seconds on Church, but the 
latter showed the potential to catch 
right up. 

The race was scheduled for 16 laps, 
although Harry Klinzmann didn’t 
make even one after breaking the 
throttle cable of his GP-class Krauser 
BMW on the warm-up lap.

Before the first lap was into the 
books Williams gave Church a view 
of his exhaust pipes in turn 10 and 
made the pass stick. Behind them, 
but already out of immediate striking 
distance, Ducati-mounted Dale Alex- 
ander and Moto-Guzzi pilot Frank 
Mazur were having at it for fourth.

wins on Newton Ducatis at Laguna 
Sea this year and Seattle last year, 
made his move for another by pass- 
ing Adamo on the third lap. The 
front-running duo had a bit of space 
over Church, and then it was big- 
time real estate back to the Alexan- 
der/Mazur duel for fourth. 

Behind the front runners there was 
action aplenty, although it was diffi- 
cult to track. The hot riders from the 
second-wave start (Lightweight Mod- 
ified and Stock) were overtaking the 
lower riders from the first wave (GP 
and Heavyweight Modified) at sucha 
rate it was like keeping lap charts for 
the annual bull stampede in Paloma, 
Spain. 

By the fifth lap Church had passed 
Adamo and by the sixth lap it was 
apparent that Adamo was having 
mechanical troubles, he had dropped 
well back of the leading duo, with a 
slipping clutch. 

By lap seven Williams, who calls 
Sears Point his home track, had six 
seconds on Church. Adamo was third, 
with Mazur fourth on the Rennsport 
M-G. Alexander had dropped out of 
the race with a sour bike, so fifth 
belonged to Devin Battley and his 
San Jose BMW. 

On the next two laps it appeared 
that Church, riding the Don Tilley- 
tuned, XR1000-based racer, was be- 
ginning to make up time on Wil- 
liams. During the same period it was 
definitely clear that Adamo was hav- 
ing problems as Battley first passed 
Mazur, and then they both overtook 
the Cagiva rider. 

On the ninth lap a BMW rider in 
the Stock class threw it away in turn 
three, although he walked away from 
the crash. Relying on a call for the 
ambulance from corner workers, offi- 
cials red-flagged the race. After the 
red flag quieted the action, the rider 
in question put his helmet back on, 
started his bike and rode back to the 
pits. 

When the red flag flew, Williams 
and Church had more than 40 seconds 
on the closest machine. Battley was 
it, followed by Mazur and Adamo. 

Central California rider Simon 
Smith topped the Heavyweight Mod- 
ified class on a Ducati, besting Rick 
Weber. In the Lightweight class, Fred 
Eikers took the win ona Norton. He 
eventually worked up to sixth overall. 

Moto-Guzzi ‘gasser Robert Reinen 
Jr. turned in a tough ride.

Tire manufacturers, 
AMA look at dirt track 
tire wear problems 


By Gary Van Voorhis 


The decision by AMA officials to shorten the 
August 5 Hawthorne Mile National from 25 
laps to 16 brought to light, graphically, the 
excessive tire wear problems Camel Pro Ser- 


ies dirt track racers may face for 
the rest of the season. The 
problem surfaced at Haw- 
thorne, but it didn’t begin there. 

Representatives of the two tire 


manufacturers involved in produc- 
ing dirt track racing tires — Carlisle 


and Goodyear — provided the AMA 
with projections of their respective 
tire production/inventory to meet 
the demands of the 1984 season. In 
turn, the AMA checked the figures 
and looked at the availability of cer- 
tain tires, in this case those desig- 
nated by the manufacturer as their 
mile track compound(s); ahddetided

that Goodyear’s figures for 1984 
wouldn't offer availability to all rid- 
ers through normal distribution 
channels beyond August 1. An AMA 
rules/tire approval bulletin dated 
January 3, 1984, noted that due to 
availability Goodyear's (A/17rear) 
mile tire would be disallowed from 
competition as of August 1. That 
decision, made seven months earlier, 
left the riders at Cicero with a choice 
of Carlisle's tire as the only approved 
race-worthy rear tire. (Any DOT tire 
approved for road use may also be 
used. ). 

After 16 laps at racing speeds, nearly 
every racer in the 17 rider field at 
Hawthorne had a rear tire which 
wouldn't have lasted much longer. 
Scott Parker's blew just after he took 
the checkered flag while the tires of 
Randy Goss and Doug Chandler had 
the second layer of cord showing on 
virtually the entire racing edge of the 
tire. Terry Poovey's blown engine 
two laps from the finish was a stroke 
of good luck. His tire showed extreme 
wear. In contrast, Jimmy Filice — a 
115 pound rider — probably could 've 
run 25 laps with no problems. Ted 
Boody opted to run a Dunlop K391 
Sport Elite (street tire). It showed 
comparatively little wear. 

Six mile Nationals remain to be 
run before the end of the AMA Grand 
National Championship season ends. 
As the situation stands there could be 
tire wear problems at some/all of 
those races which would require the 
AMA, in the interest of rider safety, to 
shorten or alter the running of those 
Nationals. 

To find out what was being done 
to resolve the situation, we contacted 
representatives of the AMA and the 
tire companies, plus riders and team 
managers. 

+ Carlisłe'ś John Yaw, their motor- 





cycle tire product manager, saw the 
Hawthorne race as an extreme exam- 
ple of what can happen to a tire. "If 
you set out to prepare a track to be as 
destructive as you possibly could on a 
tire it would be pretty much like Haw- 
thorne,” said Yaw. “We know from 
talking with some of the riders that 
some had problems while others 
didn’t. So much depends on a lot of 
variables and one of the biggest vari- 
ables is the rider’s right (throttle) 
wrist. Hawthorne was an abrasive 
track on a hot day; a long mile which 
produced some very competitive rac- 
ing. All those circumstances com- 
bined led to what you saw at Haw- 
thorne. Syracuse could produce basi- 
cally the same problem. 

“Relative to every other tire avail- 
able, and now we're talking basically 
about the Goodyear mile tire, we 
don't feel there is a problem,” con- 
tinued Yaw. “There were no Goo- 
dyear tires used at Hawthorne and 
from what we've seen at previous 
races it is my opinion the Goodyear 
tire wouldn't have performed signifi- 
cantly different than the Carlisle. 

“We are committed to supply rac- 
ing tires for the season and we will do 
that regardless of whatever else 
happens,” said Yaw. “We will insure 
an adequate supply of tires. The 51S 
rear tire is in production and will 
remain so as long as it is needed. Even 
if we went to a “harder” compound 
we couldn't positively say it would 
do this or that better without track 
testing and such.” 

Questioned on the rumors that 
Carlisle would be withdrawing their 
support of Class C racing at the end 
of the season, Yaw said: “We are, at 
the present time, evaluating our par- 
ticipation in Class C racing. We will 
be making an announcement in the 
evs.

Johnson, Ward 
sew up titles; 
Bailey GNC

WASHOUGAL, WA, AUG. 19 

“T don’t think I’ve ever been this happy in 
my whole life,” said Yamaha’s Ricky John- 
son after clinching the 250cc AMA National 
Motocross Championship at Washougal. 


“Shoot! I don’t believe it, I | 
finally did it. I’ve been work- 


ing for this my whole life and 
now I’ve got it.” 





Johnson used a 2-1 score to capture 
the overall and championship, but 
the win didn’t come easily; he had to 
overcome Bob Hannah's first-moto 
victory and the pressure of only a 
three-point cushion over Honda's 
Ronnie Lechien going into the race. 
It looked as though it would be 
Lechien's day after he stole the first- 
moto holeshot, but it was Hannah 
who stole the show. 

Johnson wasn't the only rider to 
clinch a championship today; Kawa- 
saki's Jeff Ward used a 2-1 tally to 
beat Honda's Johnny O'Mara's 1-2 
outing in the 125cc class, which was 
more than enough for Ward to claim 
his first National Championship. “It 
was a long, hard-fought battle,” said 
Ward, “but it was worth it!” 

Honda 's David Bailey, who claimed 
the 500cc Championship title the 
week before in Denver, had one more 
goal to achieve at Washougal and did 
so — Bailey captured his second-in-a- 
row Grand National Championship 
over nearest rival Ward, 541-534. Bai- 
ley clinched it after his first-moto 
second behind Yamaha’s Broc Glover.

When the gate dropped for the start 
of the first moto, Lechien quickly put 
his Honda out in front with Suzuki's 
Mark Barnett, Yamaha's Keith Bowen, 
Honda’s Hannah, Yamaha-mounted 
Jim Holley, Team Tamm’s Alan King 
and Kawasaki's Billy Liles in hot 
pursuit. Johnson's hopes for the 
championship looked almost doubt- 
ful, with Lechien leading and John- 
son way back in 14th. 

Lechien's lead grew slightly over 
Barnett by the end of the first lap. 
But, during the second go-around, 
Lechien’s pace began to slow and 
Barnett quickly took advantage of it; 
the Suzuki pilot stole the lead, while 
Hannah had worked his way around 
Bowen, cleanly. 

By the fourth lap, Lechien dropped 
to fourth with the high-flying John- 
son breathing heavily down his back. 

Barnett’s three-second lead over 
Hannah began to dwindle by lap 
four. A lap later, Hannah, much to 
the pleasure of the estimated 8000 
spectators, passed Barnett and quickly 
extended his lead. 

Before the race, Hannah said he 
wanted to win very badly because he 
feels Washougal is the best track in 
the country, and he wanted to prove 
he could win on a “real” track. He 
was living up to his own expecta- 
tions as he started.to pull away from 
the pack with ease. 

Near the halfway point, Lechien 
and Johnson were dogging each other, 
but Johnson soon found a way around 
Lechien for fourth. A few turns later, 
Johnson also slipped by his team- 
mate Bowen. Johnson's next victim 
was Barnett who he stung with five 
laps remaining. By this time, Han- 
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Danny Chandler finished fourth in 
the first 500cc moto. 





nah was long gone, riding his best 
race of the year. Fifteen seconds separ- 
ated Hannah from Johnson three 
laps from the end. 

Lechien began a late-moto drive 
that carried him past Barnett. How- 
ever, Hannah easily took the win 
over Johnson, Lechien, Barnett and 
Bowen. 

The final 250cc moto of the year 
would determine the outcome, and 
Johnson and Lechien knew what 
they had to do. If Lechien won the 
moto and Johnson finished third, 
they would tie in points and the over- 
all would be decided by whoever had 
won the most motos throughout the 
year — which Johnson had. 

Hannah was the first rider into the 
first turn, but after the dust had 
cleared three turns later, Suzuki’s 
George Holland was out in front. But 
his moment of glory ended during 
the first lap after he crashed, handing 
the lead to his teammate Scott Burn- 
worth. After Burnworth came King 
and Hannah. A few turns from the 
end of the first lap, King overtook the 
lead. Burnworth, Lechien, Hannah, 
Barnett, Johnson, Liles and Jeff Hicks 
followed. 

King looked like he had things 
under control as he extended his lead 
quickly. Hannah was on the gas as he 
worked his way into second by the 
fourth lap. After Hannah cruised 
Lechien and Johnson. 

Six laps into the race, King’s led 
over Hannah had diminished, but 
Hannah started to slow with a flat 
tire that eventually put him out of the 
moto. 

Halfway through the race, King 
still had control of the lead, but 
Johnson founda way around Lechien 
and set his sights on the Team Tamm 
pilot. A lap later, the top spot be- 
longed to Johnson as King’s Honda 
began to sputter. This made King 
easy prey for Lechien, who took over 
second about five seconds behind 
Johnson. After Johnson the pursuers 
were Burnworth, Liles, Bowen and 
Yamaha rider Jim Holley. 

However, all eyes were focused on 
Johnson and Lechien. All Johnson 
had to do at this point was to stay 
upright and maintain his quick pace 
over the two-mile track and the title 
would be his. 

Four laps from the end, Lechien's 
pit board read “Don’t wait” but time 
ran out; Johnson and his Cliff Lett- 
tuned production-based YZ250 Yama- 
ha took the victory. 

“It got a decent start and I saw 
Ronnie and Bob ahead of me,” said 
Johnson. “I thought Bob would let 
Ronnie by to let him win. I knew 
even if I had finished third I would 
win, so I just rode comfortably and 
Ronnie just kept making mistakes.

Ronnie, and I passed him kind of 
effortlessly. I was waiting for him to 
start something and try to knock me 
down or something.

Ward had a 15-point advantage 
over O'Mara going into Washougal, 
so Ward said he didn't feel too much 
pressure before the race — a top-10 
finish would do it. 

Yamaha rider Cory Klaudt from 
Kent, Washington, led the field 
through the first turn. In tow were 
Team Tamm's A.J. Whiting, Yama- 
ha’s Jim Anderson, Suzuki's Gary 
Bowman, Ward, Suzuki rider Clay 
Hoenshell and Yamaha’s Mike Beier. 

However, Klaudt's lead didn't last 
for long after he crashed during the 
first lap. This gave the lead to Whit- 
ing, but Ward and O' Mara were on 
the move. Ward moved into third by 
lap two and had the lead a lap later. 
O'Mara's drive came to a hault when 
he caught up to Suzuki's Ricky Ryan. 
Ryan managed to keep O' Mara from 
passing for the next five laps, but 
once O'Mara finally passed Ryan for 
sixth he had second two laps later. 

O'Mara wanted Ward, so the Honda 
pilot started to reel in Ward about a 
second a lap until the two were side 
by side with four laps left. 

As the two leaders exited a tight left 
turn, Ward ‘crashed. “I didn't fall,” 
said Ward afterwards. “He knocked 
me over. He said I bobbled, but it was 
part of his strategy to knock me 
down.” 

O'Mara inherited a comfortable 
lead that would take him to the 
checkered first ahead of Ward. 

Whiting rode an excellent race, 
finishing third ahead of an exciting 
duel between Bowman and Ryan. 
Bowman held fourth for most of the 
race, but Ryan pressured. On the 
final lap, Ryan made his move and 
passed Bowman. Fifth went to An- 
derson ahead of Hoenshell, Beier and 
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Yamaha rider Rodney Smith said 
before the second moto that he would 
take the holeshot — he did just that, 
handily. However, Smith’s lead ended 
during the first lap when Ward sailed 
by. Lap two saw O’ Mara do the same; 
after Smith followed Ryan, Ander- 
son, Beier, Whiting and Bowman. 

O'Mara couldn't gain distance on 
Ward, unlike the first moto. Instead, 
Ward stretched his lead about a second 
or two every lap. Eventually, Ward 
had a 12-second cushion over O’Mara, 
who had nearlv 40 seconds on Smith. 
About 15 seconds behind Smith brew- 
ed a dogfight between Ryan, Ander- 
son, Whiting, Beier and Bowman. 

Anderson dropped out, letting 
Ryan, Whiting and Beier have-at it. 
The three were never more than two 
seconds apart. At one point, Beier 
out-braked Whiting intoa wide right 
turn and took Whiting’s spot, but 
Beier drifted too far outside, giving 
the Team Tamm pilot enough room 
on the inside to retaliate. 

Three laps from the end, Smith 
took a slight tumble, but he remount- 
ed in time to keep third, but the gap 
between him and Ryan narrowed 
considerably. Smith said he lost his 
momentum because of the fall, so 
Ryan, Whiting and Beier caught up. 

On the white flag lap, after Ward 
had already finished way ahead of 
O'mara, the battle for third was very 
tight, but Smith managed to hold 
Ryan, Whiting and Beier behind. 

I rode conservatively the whole 
race,” said Ward. “I decided I wanted 
to make up for the first moto. I'm 
really happy I won the champion- 
ship, but I couldn’t have done it 
without my mechanic Mike McAn- 
drews. If we had one DNF all year, 
that would have been it. His work 
was probably more than I put in.”

lowed in third. During the first lap, 
Magoo and Dymond slipped past 
Burdette. But, by the end of the lap, 
Dymond had the top spot. After 
Chandler was Glover. Dymond held 
on to his lead halfway through the 
second lap, until Chandler sliped 
back into the lead, but it didn't last 
for long. A few turns later, Glover 
had the top spot, while Bailey started 
to make a move. 

By the halfway point, only inches 
separated Glover and Bailey. Unlike 
past motos, Bailey couldn’t get by. 
Glover slammed the door shut every 
time Bailey madea move. This lasted 
for the remainder of the race with 
Glover holding on to take the win 
ahead of Bailey, Kawasaki's Goat 
Breker, Dymond and Mark Murphy.

40 seconds over Bailey, who was 
cruising only a few seconds ahead of 
Chandler, Keller, Dymond, Manning, 
Murphy and David McClain. Dymond 
eventually dropped out after snap- 
ping a chain. 

Breker made his way through the 
pack and caught Chandler with a few 
laps to go, but Chandler crashed hard 
over a jump, hurting his shoulder. 
Chandler dropped out and Breker 
had third. The win went to Glover 
followed by Bailey, Breker, Keller, 
while Murphy finished inches ahead 
of Manning and first privateer overall. 

“I felt really good out there, ” said 
Glover. “I usually do better in the 
end of the season, but this year it 
came too late. David rode excellently 
all year long and that makes a differ- 
ence. I don't like to make excuses for 
this season, but I do, know I wasn't 





comfortable with my bike until the 
last two races. I also know Bailey's 
bike has a strong motor and usually 
handles well. When I'm not comfor- 
table with my bike, it's hard for me to 
do good. The year as a whole defi- 
nitely hasn't been one of my more 
successful ones, but I've got to let 
that go underneath me and go on 
from there.” 

“T-did want to win the final race,” 
said Bailey. “I tried. I rode the first 
moto hard, but Broc and I were rid- 
ing the same; taking the same line, 
going the same speed. The second 
moto I had a fair start and started to 
work my way up through the pack, 
but when I got behind Chandler, my 
forks started to go bad — they lost 
most of the damping, but I knew I 
had the GNC wrapped up. I wanted 
to win, but Broc rode good.” e

America’s surviving motorcycle maker 
debuted 10 new models to the press, but the 
sensational new Harley-Davidson Tri Hawk 
was nowhere to be seen — not even a picture 


of it. Dealer opinion was a big 


“No Opinion” on the compa- 
ny’s recent acquisition of the 
3-track sports buggy. Interest 
was focused on the new diaphragm- 
spring clutch, belt drives on the big 
models and sundry detail perfections 
that make the new Harleys mighty 
attractive to anyone who thinks 100 
mph is fast enough. 

Company chairman Vaugn Beals 
says that the smokestack industries of 
the midwest have been actively trad- 
ing “trade secrets” with each other’s 
factories in an effort to meet the com- 
petition. H-D is leading the rest of 
American industry by producing vir- 
tualone-of-a-kind showbikes on their 
assembly line. We of the press used to 
hate the Harley standard of fit and 





finish, but now that standard is so 
fine that you almost hate to take a 
new Harley out and expose it to the 
harsh road environment. No worry, 
though, the paint and plating is as 
tough as it is pretty. 


The new bikes that we test rode 
were much quieter, smoother and 
easy to guide than even last year’s 
models. The new clutches are nice, 
the belts are a slight improvement 
over chains and shafts, and the Cali- 
fornia emissions cannisters are hid 
from sight on the big twins, and fea- 
tured like a nitrous bottle on the 
Sportsters. 

Prices range from $4,000 to $8,500 
but new credit financing makes the 
monthly payments easy to bear for 
most people. If you ever wanted to 
own a Harley, 1985 looks like a qual- 





ity year for the brand. 

Besides the Tri Hawk, Harley 
management have a lot of other clever 
ideas to occupy their time. There is 
talk of opening “Harley boutiques” 
in malls and shopping centers, where 
their remarkably good and compara- 
tively inexpensive line of clothing 
would be featured. Latest addition, 
and sensation of the show, was a line 
of zippered leather skirts for women 
introduced by John Wyckoff of FWI. 

The big news for 1985 is that the 
iron-barrel Shovelhead engine has 
been replaced in all 1340cc models by 
the Evolution Blockhead aluminum- 
alloy top end introduced for the 1984 
season. All five-speed (and two of 
four four-speed) 1340cc models get 
belt toothed belt final drives (primary 
drive is still duplex roller chain in a 
oil bath); all 1340cc models have new 
wiring harnesses and improved start- 
er relays and new clutches with dia- 
phragm springs. 

All models have new 120-mph 
speedometers and new styling touches, 
and a throttle lock screw with a star- 
shaped knob. Every Harley-Davidson 
destined for California will come 
with that state's required evaporative 
emissions control equipment, includ- 





ing a charcoal cannister to catch 
fumes from the gas tank. 

Four of the [985 1340cc models 
have four-speed transmissions, those 
four being the FXEF (Super Glide 
Fat Bob), the FXSB (Low Rider), the 
FXWG (Wide Glide) and the FXST 
(Softail). All have duplex roller chain 
primary drives; FXWG and FXSB 
have belt final drives. All have short, 
staggered dual exhaust pipes. 

The FXEF comes with a Fat Bob- 
style dual-filler, 4.2-gallon fuel tank, 
a speedometer and tach mounted in 
the fuel tank center console, and 
spoked wheels. 

The FXSB comes with cast alumi- 
num alloy wheels and Dunlop K191 
tires, highway pegs, a separate pas- 
senger seat with a padded sissy bar, 
anda kicker starter (in addition to the 
standard electric starter). Like the 
FXEF, the FXSB has a Fat Bob-style 
fuel tank. 

The FXWG has spoked wheels, 
but the front wheel measures 21- 
inches instead of 19 inches and the 
front forks are extended 3.5-inches. 
Fenders are bobbed, the Fat Bob-style 
gas tank is a little larger (5.0 gallons) 
and the only instrument is a 120-mph 
speedometer. 








Sportster-based Harleys have a bore and stroke of 81 x 96.8mm for 
1000cc (61 c.i.) displacement. They're unit construction with duplex 
roller chain primary drives and four-speed transmissions. The XR1000 
makes 14 more horsepower than a standard Sportster.

The FXST looks like a classic 
hardtail, the shock absorbers hidden 
underneath the engine, between the 
bottom frame rails. Like the 
FXWG, the FXST has a 21-inch front 
wheel (wire spoked, of course), ex- 
tended fork tubes and a five-gallon 
tank. The FXST’s claim to fame is its 
ultra-low seat height of just 25.2 
inches. 

The FXRS and FXRT models come 
with five-speed transmission and vi- 
bration-stopping rubber engine 
mounts. The FXRS Low Glide comes 
in two forms, the standard and the 
Optional Performance-Suspension 
Package model. Both have a 4.2- 
gallon fuel tank, handlebar-mounted 
speedometer and tach and highway 
pegs. Both have belt final drive. The 
standard model has a 26.8-inch seat 
height; the Performance Suspension 
model’s seat height is 28.1 inches. 

That’s because the suspension 
package consists of fork stanchion 
tubes that are 2.0 inches longer than 
standard (travel is unchanged at 6.9 
inches) and the rear shocks are 0.8 
inches longer (travel increases the 
same amount, 0.8 inches). These 
changes increase cornering clearance 
and suspension action in corners. 





The Performance Suspension 
model also has two front disc brakes 
instead of the standard model’s single 
front disc; combined with the sus- 
pension changes the brakes add 10 
pounds to the motorcycle. 

The FXRT is basically an FXRS 
Optional Performance Suspension 
Package model with a fairing and 
saddlebags added for Harley-David- 
son’s version of sport-touring. 

Harley’s touring FLT (Tour Glide) 
and FLHT (Electra Glide) both have 
rubber-mounted engines, 16-inch cast 
aluminum alloy wheels, anti-dive 
front forks with air assist, air-adjust- 
able rear shocks, belt drive, dual front 
disc brakes, floorboards, saddlebags 
and top box. The FLHT comes with 
a traditional handlebar-mounted fair- 
ing with a single headlight and dual 
running lights; the FLT has a frame- 
mounted, dual-headlight fairing. 
Seats also vary, stepped for the FLHT, 
close-to-flat for the FLT. 

There are three Sportster models 
for 1985, the stripped XLX-61, the 
XLH (Sportster) and the XLS (Road- 
ster). All have the 6]-cubic-inch 
(1000cc) iron-barrel, iron-head four- 
speed unit-construction Sportster en- 
gine. All have the introduced-in-1984

wet clutch with integrated alternator 
and diaphragm spring. 

The XLX-61 is a basic, traditional 
motorcycle, with speedometer; the 
only instrumentation is the speedo- 
meter. The exhaust system is painted 
flat black: the seat carries one person; 
the fuel carried by a simple, black 
peanut tank. 

The XLH and XLS models have 
polished engine covers and chrome 
exhaust systems; the XLH has spoked 
wheels, buckhorn bars, bar-mounted 
tach cnd speedometer and a dual seat. 
The XLS has a 3.8-gallon Fat Bob- 
style tank with a console-mounted 
tachometer. The speedometer is 








handlebar-mounted and the seat car- 
ries two people. 

There’s also the XR1000, with a 
Sportster lower end and new high- 
performance iron-barrel, aluminum- 
alloy-cylinder-head top end. 

Unlike other Harley-Davidson 
models, the XR1000 has a single carb 
for each cylinder, being 26mm Dell 
'Ortos with individual K&N dirt- 
track-style air filters. The exhaust 
pipes are upswept, also ala’ a dirt- 
tracker, and the engine makes 70 bhp 
at 6000 rpm and 84 lbs.-ft. of torque at 
3600 rpm. (Standard Sportster engines 
make 58 lbs.-ft. of torque at 4000 rpm 
and 56 bhp at 6000 rpm. e

Over 1,700 riders entered the National Moto-

Grand National Championship in Ponca

event of the year. After seven 
straight days of practicing, 
qualifying and finals —one of 
those days interrupted by a 45- 
minute thunderstorm producing 
winds up to 65 mph — Eddie Hicks, 
Mike Healey, Ed Warren, Rodney 
Barr and Larry Brooks walked away 
with the Expert and Pro wins. 

Yamaha/Dave Miller Concept's 
Hicks and Suzuki R8:D's Mike Hea- 
ley spent much of their qualifying 
motos in the 83cc Stock and Modified 
Pro classes — and in the 105cc class 
— banging handlebars for the lead. 
However, the duels between Hicks 
and Healey never materialized dur- 
ing the determining run-off motos 
on Sunday. Either bad starts or me- 
chanical ills kept the two Mini speed- 
sters apart. Kawasaki’s Bobby Moore 
beat them both in the 83cc Stock Pro 
division winning handily. 

Honda's Brooks became the first 
rider ever to have previously won a 
minicycle championship at Ponca to 
come back, three years later, and win 
the 250cc Pro class. He also tried to 
win both the 125cc Stock or Modified 
Pro classes, but crashes slowed him 
down. Instead, it was last year’s 125cc 
champ — Ed Warren — who took the 
Stock win. Rodney Barr topped the 
Modified class. 

Qualifying ended Thursday. The 
riders who transferred raced again 
Friday and Saturday, and the points 
they earned (first place equaled one 
point, second place equaled two 
points, etc.) from those two days were 





carried into the final, or run-off motos 
Sunday; low total score won. 

The first Expert race on Sunday 
was the 83cc Stock class which fea- 
tured Hicks and Healey. However, 
going into the race with the low score 
was Moore with two. Hicks had four 
while Healey had five. 

When the gate dropped for their 
final moto, Rick Simmet, aboard a 
Kawasaki, led the rack into the first 
turn with another Kawasaki rider — 
Mike Kiedrowski — close behind. By 
the end of the first lap, Simmet still 
held on to his lead with Kiedrwoski 
glued to his rear fender. Both Hicks 
and Healey had horrible starts and 
were stuck in the pack around 20th. 
“I kind of got a bad jump and those 
Kaws just out-pulled me into the first 
turn,” said Hicks. After Kiedrowski 
followed Moore, Honda’s Scott 
Brown, and Ronnie Tichenor and 
Jason Langford, both on Kawasakis. 

During the second lap, Moore made 
his move by passing both Kiedrowski 
and Simmet. Soon after, Simmet went 
down, handing Kiedrowski the num- 
ber two slot. Simmet's crash dropped 
him to the back of the pack and out of 
contention. Quickly, Moore extended 
his lead toa comfortable margin while 
Brown was on the warparth. Brown 
moved into second by lap three but 
never caught sight of the leader Moore. 

Meanwhile, Hicks and Healey 
couldn't gain much ground on the 
leaders, only passing one or two rid- 
ers a lap. Honda pilot Shaun Kalos 
started the race in llth and was rid- 
ing very well by catching up to fourth

by the fourth lap. 

With only a few laps remaining, 
Hicks crashed ending his hopes of a 
decent finish. “I found myself in the 
pack and I got on the gas,” said 
Hicks. “I passed Healey for about 
ninth and then I went over a berm 
and dropped back. I’m definitely 
going to get them in the next race!” 

Healey finally found some room 
around the traffic and made his way 
into sixth with two laps to go. When 
the checkered flag flew, Moore took 
the win with a large distance over 
Brown, Kiedrowski, Kalos and Healey. 
Moore won all three motos in this 
class for a low score of three. Kied- 
rowski finished second overall ahead 
of Brown, Healey and Kalos. 

The 83cc Modified Expert race 
looked to be a showdown between 
Hicks and Moore, because they were 
tied with two points entering the 
run-off. But, when the field exited the 
first few turns, Hicks was in fifth 
while Moore held his own in eighth. 
Langford jumped out to an early lead 
pursued by Tichenor, Kawasaki- 
mounted Junior Jackson and Dale 
Storbeck. 

Tichenor stole the lead away from 
Langford during the first lap, while 
Hicks labored into third. At this 
point, only two seconds separated the 
first three riders. It didn't take Hicks 
too long to pass Langford, and Tich- 
enor was soon to be Hicks’ next victim. 
But Tichenor didn't give in, either. 
One time, Hicks pulled alongside 
Tichenor, but Tichenor slammed the 
door shut on Hicks. A lap later, 
though, the lead belonged to Hicks 
and the distance between him and 
Tichenor grew. 

Healey was still having problems 
getting around traffic but had moved 
into eighth by this time. Two laps 
later, Healey stuffed by three more 
riders and that was it for his drive. 
Hicks took the win easily and the 
overall. Moore’s second was good 
enough for second overall, while 
Tichenor’s third gave him third over- 
all. Fourth and fifth overall went to 
Healey and Yamaha-mounted Lowell 
Thomason. 


Entering the final round in the 
105cc Pro class, the point standings 
was very close. Hicks and Healey 
were tied with two while Moore and 
Tichenor were tied with three. Who-

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Mike Healey entered three classes but went home with one win — in the 
105cc Expert class. Poor starts hampered his other efforts. 


ever won the moto between the four, 
would take the championship. 

Kawasaki-mounted Scott Chesser, 
who went into the moto with 16 
points, led off the start followed by 
Jackson, Yamaha-mounted Ward 
Bassett, Kawasaki rider Jason Up- 
shaw, Kiedrowski and Healey. Only 
eight seconds separated the first six 
riders. 

Hicks’ and Moore’s chances at tak- 
ing the win ended in the first turn. 
Hicks’ Yamaha seized and Moore 
plowed right into him knocking the 
Kawasaki pilot out of contention. 

Meanwhile, Healey was busy pass- 
ing his competitors one at a time, 
while his main concern, Tichenor, 
was far back in the pack. With three 
laps remaining, Healey found his 
way into second, over five seconds 
behind Chesser. In one lap, Healey 
chopped two seconds off, then on the 
following lap, the Suzuki star passed 
Chesser during the long back straight- 
away for the lead. A half lap later, 
Healey crossed the checkers 11 seconds 
ahead of Chesser. Healey easily cap- 
tured the overall, while Vince DeVane, 
ona Yamaha who finished seventh in 
that moto, took second. Kiedrwoski 
settled for third ahead of Upshaw and 
Tichenor. 

Kawasaki rider Ed Warren had his 
work cut out for him in the 125cc 
Stock Expert class. He had to face 





such competitors as Honda's Mike 
Fisher and Brooks, Kawasaki’s Todd 
Campbell and local Oklahoma resi- 
dent Dennis Daft. 

Warren had the advantage going 
into the final race with three points; 
next was Daft with six. Both Fisher 
and Brooks had poor outings the day 
before and were nearly out of cham- 
pionship contention. Nevertheless, 
Brooks wanted to prove he was the 
fastest but Campbell wanted to prove 
he was. When the gate dropped, it 
was Campbell and Brooks side-by- 
side heading into the first turn. Half- 
way into the first lap, Campbell settled 
into the number one position ahead 
of Brooks, Rodney Barr, Frank Lamp, 
Carroll Richardson and Keith Turpin. 
Fisher was way back in the pack, 
while Daft took a hard header in the 
first turn and had to retire from the 
race, shaken. Warren was seventh. 

By the second lap, Campbell, 
Brooks and Barr started to pull away 
from the rest of the pack in a dogfight 
that was to be one of the most excit- 
ing of the day.

achance, because Barr was right there 
waiting for the slightest bobble by 
Brooks to squeeze by. 

Exiting a right turn before a long 
straight, Brooks went wide and took 
a half-bikelength lead over Camp- 
bell, but Campbell's Kawasaki was a 
shade faster than Brooks’ Honda down 
the straight, so the lead went back to 
Campbell. On the next lap, at the 
same place, Brooks again slipped 
into the lead and managed to hold on 
until the following left sweeping 
turn where Campbell dove inside of 
Brooks and took the top spot back 
once again. With one lap to go, 
Brooks could not find a way around 
the stubborn Kawasaki pilot until 
two turns from the checkered. Head- 
ing into a tight ess section, Brooks 
went for it by holding the throttle 
wide open into the first turn and 
stuffed Campbell. Brooks had the 
better line into the next turn and held 
on to cross the finish line — only 50 
feet away — first. Throughout the 
battle, Barr was always in the hunt 
and took a well-deserved third. How- 
ever, Warren’s fifth-place finish gave 
him more than enough for the cham- 
pionship. Second through fifth over- 
alls went to Campbell, Carroll 
Richardson, Fisher and Turpin.

But shortly after, Barr 
crashed and the pressure was off 
Brooks. Barr dropped back to 10th, 
while Brooks inched his way into 
second but was seriously hounded by 
Kawasaki rider Mike Boston. At the 
halfway point, Boston stuffed Brooks 
in a tight left turn and took control of 
second. Two turns later, however, 
Brooks kindly returned the favor. Still, 
Boston stayed glued to Brooks’ rear 
fender through the next lap and tried 
to pass the Honda rider where he had 
successfully passed Brooks earlier, 
but this time failed — Boston crashed 
and dropped to fifth. Daft enjoyed a 
comfortable lead and was never pres- 
sured by Brooks. 

Brooks took the overall ahead of 
Fisher, Barr, Wendell Simmons, ona 
Yamaha, and Todd Harrenl. Daft 
finished sixth. 

Honda’s Jimmy Button stole the 
show in both the Stock and Modified 

„9-11 Junior Cycle class. 

In the Stock race, Button stole the 
holeshot while Kawasaki rider Hank 
Moree dogged Button throughout 
the moto. The climax of the moto 
was only a few turns from the check- 
ered flag. Entering a set of quick 
right/left turns, Moree followed But- 
ton by inches. Moree tried a last-ditch 
attempt to pass Button but ran into 
the Honda pilot's rear wheel, causing 


Moree to crash. He recovered just in ` 


time to keep Kawasaki rider Jack 
Ricks from slipping by. Button took 
the win followed by Moree and Ricks. 

The Modified race saw Button again 
jam into an early lead; he was passed 
afew laps later by Kawasaki-mounted 
Brian Swink. However, Button knew 
he had the overall if he finished 
second, so Button didn’t take any un-

Lawson does it in 


style!

ANDERSTORP, SWEDEN, AUG. 11-12 

Eddie Lawson clinched the 500cc road race 
World Championship in the best possible 
way, with a win in the Swedish Grand Prix 
that had “Champion” written all over it. 


When defending champ 
Freddie Spencer broke his collar- 
bone at Laguna Seca and 
announced he would not race 
at Silverstone or Anderstorp it was as 
good as certain that Eddie Lawson 
would be World Champion — sure 
he could have mechanical trouble, 
but a factory Yamaha tended by Kel 
Carruthers hasn’t suffered mechani- 
cal failure for two full seasons now. 
Lawson could fall off, but he hasn’t 
stepped off a machine during a race 
since he came to Europe at the begin- 
ning of 1983. No, with Spencer’s 
failure to appear, Lawson’s victory 
was virtually certain. All he needed 
were steady finishes — in fact, all he 
had needed since mid-season, thanks 
to Spencer’s injuries and mechanical 
problems, was a steady finishing 
record, and that was just what he had 
got. 

First practice was run on a cold, 
wet track on Thursday, and nobody 
got below 1 minute, 58 seconds on a 
2.5 mile track with a lap record held 
by Kenny Roberts at 1:37.11. Fastest 
was Belgium’s Didier de Radigues on 
the Chevallier-Honda with 1:58.06, 
and he was followed by wet-weather 
specialist Barry Sheene with 1:58.38. 
Lawson was third with 1:58.88. 

By Friday, however, the rain had 
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race levels. Unexpectedly fastest was 
former World Champion Sheene, who 
won his last GP at Anderstrop in 
1981 and was confident that this was 
the one circuit on which he had a 
chance of a win. Sheene’s fastest time 
of 1:39.31 was beaten in Friday’s 
second session, with Lawson and 
Honda’s Raymond Roche setting 
identical 1:38.9 laps to go to the head 
of the leaderboard. Roche’s time was 
set on the three-cylinder NS500 
Honda, which was generally expected 
to be faster than the NSR500 four- 
cylinder round the twisty Anderstorp 
circuit. Surprisingly for students of 
Japanese psychology, even the Honda 
factory admitted by the fact that they 
did not bring a single four-cylinder 
machine to the track that their latest 
product was not suited for this race. 

Only Randy Mamola regretted the 
decision by Honda, because he 
thought that he would have liked to 
try the NSR. “The power of the four 
might have been useful,” said Mam- 
ola. “But it is heavier and you need to 
be more precise in your lines with it. 
Maybe it could have been more diffi- 
cult to ride here, because 30 laps is a 
long time.” Randy was denied the 
opportunity of even seeing how the 
machine felt, however, and used the 
three to set third fastest time just 0.15 
seconds slower than Roche and 
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The final session saw Ron Haslam 
underlining the fact that Anderstorp 
is a Honda three circuit by bettering 
the Roche/Lawson time by a tenth of 
a second and taking the pole. Occa- 
sional GP rider Wayne Gardner was 
fifth behind Mamola, but the front 
row of the grid was the three factory 
Hondas and Lawson’s Yamaha. The 
agile Honda threes had the advan- 
tage over the Yamaha four, and Law- 
son admitted it. “This is a difficult 
circuit for a four-cylinder,” he said. 
“The threes point well and they are 
much easier to ride on the kind of 
corners we have here. With the four, 
you need to be on the exact line every- 
where, but the threes are more forgiv- 
ing. I’ve been following Randy in 
practice and man, that thing’s fast.” 

That final session was run on Sat- 
urday morning, with the afternoon 
free for the 250cc GP, and there was 
an air of relaxation as Lawson and 
Mamola stood in the press box and 
watched Christian Sarron take the 
250cc World Championship title by 
finishing second on his Yamaha be- 
hind the Real of winner Manfred 
Herweh. The race was the usual 
250cc duel, with four riders sharing 
the lead. Team Marlboro Roberts 
rider Wayne Rainey seems to have 
got over his problem in starting his 
Yamaha and was well placed in the 
early stages of the race. He clashed 
fairings with Austria’s Siegfried Min- 
ich during the close battle at the head 
of the field, however, and finished 
out of the points again in 13th place. 
Alan Carter of Britain had his best for 
some time and finished fourth behind 
Herweh, Sarron and Yamaha-mount- 
ed Jacques Cornu. 


The Sidecar championship was also 
decided in Sweden, with Holland’s 
Egbert Streuer and Bernard Schneid- 
ers taking the fourth place which was 
all they needed to win the title. The 
race was won by Switzerland’s Rolf 
Biland and Kurt Waltisperg, with 
Werner Schwarzel and Andreas Huber 
of West Germany second. Alain 
Michel and Jean-Marc Fresc of France 
were third. 

At the start of the 500cc GP it was 
the usual fight between Haslam and 
Mamola to be first into the first 
corner, and although Haslam won 
that, Mamola was soon past and into 
the lead. Lawson was third and Roche 
fourth. 

There was bitter disappointment 
for Barry Sheene, who made a bad 
start from his second row position 
and was well down the field when 
Klaus Klein fell on the first lap. 
Sheene got past the fallen machine 
and rider, but got caught out further 
round the same corner when the back 
end of his bike got away from him 
and he fell in the middle of a group of 
riders. Sheene had nothing worse 
than a bruised hip. 

At the head of the race it was Mam- 
ola leading Haslam, with Lawson 
just behind them and Roche catching 
up. Lawson could take the title with 
a fourth place, and it looked as though 
that was what he might be planning 
to do — no fireworks, just keep rack- 
ing up the points. 

On lap five, accidents at opposite 
ends of the course brought out yellow 
flags on two of the most important 
corners of the track. At the tight 
right-hander which follows Ander- 
storp’s 160 mph straight, Sergio Pel- 
landini had gone down, taking Steve 
Parrish with him, and although both 
were unhurt there were flags out for a 
couple of laps as the debris was 
cleared up. More seriously was a fall 
by Italian Lorenzo Ghiselli at the 90- 
degree left-hander which precedes the 
short pit straight. Ghiselli fell at the 


exit from the corner, which has no ` 


run-off area, and a doctor's car and an 
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cuit fora full six laps while the rider, 
fortunately notas badly hurtas it first 
appeared, was prepared for the trip to 
the hospital. Anderstorp sadly lacks 
service roads alongside the track, and 
ambulances have to drive along the 
course, so the race was effectively 
neutralized for five or six laps. 

During that time Roche slipped 
past Lawson to put the Yamaha rider 
back into fourth place, but it soon 
became third again for Lawson when 
Haslam dropped out with a broken 
radiator hose. “I thought it had started 
to rain,” said Lawson. 

The Hondas were not pulling away 
from Lawson, however, and he could 
be seen to be looking down the inside 
of Roche each time they approached 
the corner where Ghiselli lay with his 
attendant vehicles. Sure enough, on 
lap 12, when the yellow flags finally 
came in, Lawson slipped easily past 
the Frenchman on the inside and set 
off after Mamola. 

On lap 15, the gaps were 1 second 
between Mamola and Lawson and 
another second between Lawson and 
Roche, but Lawson was eating away 
at the distance between him and the 
leading Honda. Surprisingly, Law- 
son was making up the time on the 
infield, with its twists and turns, and 
losing out a little along the long 
straight. 

Within a couple of laps, Lawson 
was up with Mamola and beginning 
to look at possible passing points, 
but Roche was also catching up and 
beginning to trail the leading pair. 
On lap 19, Lawson saw his chance 
and took it, taking Mamola on a tight 
left-hander in full view of the crowded 
paddock grandstand. 

Passing Mamola on a corner was 
one thing, but holding him off on the 
straight was another, but Lawson 
was able to do it, and with one-third 
of the 30 lap race left to run it looked 
as though he had made up his mind 
to go for a win and do the thing right. 

Just one lap later, that win seemed 
even more certain as Mamola careened 
off the track on the same corner 
where Lawson had passed him two 
laps earlier. Randy had fallen victim 
to a fault which has happened before 


with the Honda three, but which is 


totally unpredictable. There is a pos- 
sibility that one of the three cables 
which operate the Honda’s throttles 
can bind up, blocking the throttle 
open, and that is just what had hap- 
pened. Randy was unhurt, the bike 
was undamaged, but such is the nature 
of the Anderstorp infield, with its soft 
earth and knee-high vegetation, that 
it was impossible to extract the 
machine quick enough to carry on 
the pursuit of the race leader. 

“I was pushing to get the bike 
out,” said Mamola later, “but the 
corner workers were pulling, and 
with my helmet on they couldn’t hear 
me yelling at them.” 

When Kel Carruthers hung out the 
board with “RM OUT” on it, Law- 
son nodded his head. To the casual 
onlooker, it might not seem much, 
but Kel knew that Lawson had seen 
what was possibly the most impor- 
tant pit signal of the year. Lawson, 
you see, is not one to waste energy on 
a race track, and he doesn’t usually 
acknowledge signals. A nod from him 
is the equivalent of both hands off the 
bars from a more demonstrative 
rider. 

The gap to Roche was now 1.5 
seconds, but the French rider, who 
has been the revelation of the 1985 
season, was catching up, and with 
just five laps to go he passed the fluo- 
rescent red and white Marlboro 
Yamaha. Lawson could have let him 
go, for the title was now assured, but 
you just knew that he wanted to fin- 
ish the thing off right with a win. 

For a couple of laps Lawson stalked 
Roche and.it was obvious, that he was 
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planning what to do on the last lap. 

As Kenny Roberts found out at 
Anderstorp last year, when he lost 
out to Freddie Spencer, the impor- 
tant corner is the one at the end of the 
850-yard straight. It’s a right-angle 
right-hander, and he who gets his 
braking right there is the man who 
will lead over the line which comes 
half a mile and one easy right-hander 
later. On the next-to-last lap Lawson 
carried out his dress rehearsal for the 
finish. He out-braked Roche and al- 
though the Honda was back in front 
again as the pair started their last lap, 
he knew that it was possible. 

The corner is effectively hidden 
from most of the circuit by a clump of 
trees, so most of the spectators just 
saw Lawson and Roche diving, neck- 
and-neck, into the corner. Every eye 
was locked onto the end of the trees to 
see who it was who had won the duel 
and would therefore win the race. 
What they saw first was Day-Glo red 
and white and Eddie Lawson on his 
way to his fourth GP win and his first 
World Championship. Three seconds 
behind the new champ, having gone 
off the track and come back on again, 
was Roche. Third, over 16 seconds 
behind and almost unnoticed in the 
excitement, was Wayne Gardner. 

Describing the action in the corner 
afterwards, Lawson said, “I just left 
everything as late as possible and 
went in praying. When Raymond 
came past me halfway into the corner 
I just smiled to myself, because I 
knew that there was no way anyone 
could go past there and stay on the 
track.” 

The post-race press conference was 
held in the Anderstorp clubhouse, 
the only one in GP racing which has 
a swimming pool, and the outcome 
was never in doubt. Gardner and 
Roche deposited the new World 
Champion unceremoniously in the 
deep end, where he was later joined 
by the confident young Australian 
Gardner. 

As he climbed out of the pool, 
Lawson was ushered off to do a live 
radio broadcast for Britain's BBC. 
Sitting quietly in the commentary 
box in his dripping leathers, he joked 
with the disc-jockey who presents the 
Sunday afternoon sports and music 
program from London. The BBC, 
accustomed to the prima donnas of 
Formula | car racing, cannot believe 
a soaked World Champion who will 
talk to them before he goes off to his 
motorhome to change. They like 
Eddie Lawson, and because of that 
they like motorcycle racing and a 
couple of million listeners get live 
coverage of the Grand Prix races. e

Last year’s Kawasaki KDX200-A1 was simply 
the best 200cc enduro machine available. 
Many would even argue that no enduro bike 
was better. Not only was the 1983 KDX an ex- 


cellent competitive piece, italso 
seved well as a superb desert/ 
woods/canyon playbike for the 
not-so-competitive rider. The 
200 was light, had a powerful motor 
and the suspension worked. There 
just wasn’t much the KDX couldn’t 
do well. 

Kawasaki knows a good thing when 
they have one, so the 1984 KDX200-A2 
is not dramatically changed; instead, 
it is refined. 

However, refinement doesn'talways 
mean improvement. 

The air-cooled, single cylinder two- 
stroke motor received only one change. 
A new, slightly-reshaped piston is 
used. Many pistons last year were mis- 
manufactured with the wrong shape 
and would seize up when they became 
hot. The new piston cures that prob- 
lem. The bore and stroke remains the 
same at 63 X 58mm as does the actual 
displacement at 198cc. Compression 
ratio is 7.7:1. 

The exhaust pipe exits the cylinder 
on the left side of the frame’s front 
downtube then snakes around to the 
right side of the bike. The U.S. For-

is now oval instead of round. 

A 32mm Mikuni carburetor feeds 
into a fully reed-valve intake port, 
same as in '83s. The choke knob is 
located on the left side of the carb. 

Ignition is CDI and timing is 21° 
BTDC at 6000 rpm. An alternator 
powers a six-volt, 25-watt headlight 
and 5.3-watt taillight. A NGK B9ES 
spark plug is stock. 

Tucked within the engine cases is a 
six-speed transmission, and the clutch 
is the usual wet multi-plate. The 
chain is D.I.D. #520 and the counter- 
shaft sprocket has 13 teeth, the rear 
sprocket 48. 

The single downtube, tubular frame 
is made out of chrome-moly steel and 
is painted black. Rake is 28°, trail 
4.76 inches. Wheelbase is 56.3 inches, 
overall length 86.4 inches. The 200 
has a ground-to-seat height of 37 
inches. Ground clearance is quite 
high at 13.4 inches, which is good 
because the KDX has no skid plate. 

New are two grab handles where 
the frame loops over the rear fender. 
The handles are located on each side 
of the fender and make the bike easier 
to toss around when loading and un- 
loading into a truck or yan, or when,

pulling out of mud holes, uphills, 
etc. 

The Uni-Trak rear suspension uses 
a single nitrogen-gas-filled, remote- 
reservoir, Kayaba shock. Preload is 
fully adjustable; compression damp- 
ing is adjusted by a four-position 
click knob located just underneath 
the top shock mount. We received 
our 200 with the shock set on the 
number two setting; number one 
being the softest and four the stiffest. 
The shock was set up for riders ap- 
proximately 150 pounds. Wheel travel 
is the same as in 1983, 10.24 inches. 

The air-adjustable, telescopic 
Kayaba fork features one minor 
change: The drain plugs are now 
located behind the fork leg instead of 
on the side. When they were on the 
side, the screw heads got smashed in 
rocky terrain, making them impossi- 
ble to remove. Front travel is also 
unchanged at 11.02 inches. Kawasaki 
recommends 15 ounces of 10w oil in 
each leg with no air assist. 

Both front and rear tires are four- 
ply Dunlop K790s: A 4.00-18 is used 
in the rear, while a 3.00-21 graces the 
front. The rims are aluminum alloy 
and the front and rear hub assemblies 
are now thesame as those on the KX125 
motocrosser, which use the semi- 
straight-pull spoke design. 

Front and rear brakes are drums; 
however, the front brake assembly is 
not the double-leading link-type 
which many non-disc brake machines 
now use. The front drum is 4.7 x 1.4 
inches in diameter; the rear is 4.3 x 1.2 
inches in diameter. 

In a move hoped to give the fuel 
tank more capacity, the lower left 
portion of the fuel tank is lowered, 
compared to the 1983 tank, and the 
overall width narrowed, so capacity 
remains nearly the same at 3.2 gallons 
Thedarge gas cap makes refilling easy. 





The KDX doesn’t have a speedo- 
meter, but it does have a digital 
odometer and a countdown timer in 
one unit. The timer has on/off, reset, 
and start/stop buttons. A mode but- 
ton — which selects mileage or time 
display — is normally located next to 
the throttle housing, but our test bike 
came with the mode and kill button 
reversed. 

There’s a tool pouch attached to 
the top of the rear fender and it’s large 
enough to carry enough of the neces- 
sary tools on the trail. 

The KDX200 is available in two 
colors: red and green. Our test bike 
was red, but we prefer the standard 
Kawasaki green. Luckily, the seat 
cover and tool pouch is black, but 
even on the red KDX, the Kawasaki 
lettering on the tool pouch is green. 

Dry weight is 210.6 pounds for the 
200, which is five pounds more than 
the Yamaha IT200 but nearly 20 
pounds less than the Honda XR200. 


On the trail 

It only takes a few kicks to fire up 
the KDX when cold and generally 
takes a few more jabs on the primary 
kick starter when the engine is hot. 
Thanks to the new silencer, the 200 is 
quieter than last year's KDX, but not 
much. That's OK, because the '83 
Kawasaki wasn’t very loud in the first 
place. 

Pulling in the clutch lever at idle 
and clicking down from neutral to 
first, doesn’t produce a loud clunk or 
lurch from the transmission. The 
KDX warms up quickly and after a 
few minutes on the trail, it cleans out 
and runs smoothly. Then, the KDX 
wants to be ridden hard. The power 
comes on strong and smoothly, but 
there's slightly less — compared to 
the 1983 model — because the new 
silencer is more restrictive. Still, over- 
all power output isexcellent: 055-5

Bottom-end power is one of the 
KDX's strongpoint. It can pull the 
rider out of many tough situations 
when momentum slows and rpm 
drops — situations like getting stuck 
halfway up a loose, rocky hill or in 
deep mud. Even hopeless-appearing 
situations — like losing momentum 
halfway up a steep hill — the KDX is 
game; just drop it into first and hold 
the throttle wide open and it pulls 
and pulls much like a larger displace- 
ment four-stroke motor would. (Com- 
pared to the Honda XR200R four- 
stroke, though, the KDX pulls much 
harder down low.) 

Power doesn't end at mid-range, 
either. Strong low-end combined with 
decent mid-range and good top-end 
makes the KDX a fast little scoot — 
not blazingly fast, but just plain fast. 
The Kawasaki is very happy in ter- 
rain where wide-open riding is re- 
quired, such as in the desert. 

‘We spent a full day’s worth of rid- 
ing in the desert and were very pleased. 
The KDX powered us through sand 
washes, up sandy hills and along miles 
of straight, flat-out powerline roads 
without the rider ever wishing for 
more horsepower. 

If we weren't winding the KDX 
wide open in the desert, we were put- 
ting it through its paces in the moun- 
tains. The only problems we faced 
came at high altitudes. Above 6000 
tains. The only problems we faced 
came at high altitudes. Above 6000 
feet, the KDX knocks and loses some 
jetting, the KDX performed quite 
well overall. 

We also spent a few fun hours try- 
ing to drown the KDX 200 in semi- 
deep waterbeds and stream crossings; 
we failed. The worst we could do was 
get a small cough now and then, but 
it never stalled. The spark plug, igni- 
tion system and airfilter are well pro- 
tected from splashing water at high 





or low speeds. 

After we compiled a few hundred 
miles on the KDX, throttle response 
was still crisp and strong, and the 
motor's top end seemed tight. Since 
this isn’t a long-term test, we can’t 
really say if the KDX is reliable or 
not. But, even after all the abuse we 
gave it, we didn’t experience any 
engine failures — that's a good sign. 

Flawless. That about sums up what 
we think about the KDX's suspension. 
We have not yet ridden a bike that has 
better suspension for woods, canyon 
or desert riding. The KDX can be 
pushed very hard over rough grounds 
with confidence. It is rare for it to 
swap over whoops, and we gave it 
plenty of chances to swap. One time, 
in the desert, we aimed the KDX 
down a four-mile stretch of whoop- 
de-doos; the bike stayed incredibly 
stable. The rear end would bottom 
now and then, but when it did, it 
wasn't harsh. Shock fading wasn't a 
problem; we faded before the shock 

id. 

The only time the KDX didn't feel 
stable was topped out in sixth gear on 
flat and sandy surfaces. Then it would 
start to wallow and fishtail, and some- 
times it got a little scary. 

Riding the KDX on narrow moun- 
tain trails through rocks, trees and 
over ruts and logs, was easy. But 
sometimes riding through tight trail 
switchbacks at speed, the KDX had a 
tendency to lose the front end, wash- 
out and try to dive off the trail before 
the turns. That forced the rider to 
stick out his foot to correct it. A dif- 
ferent tire might cure the problem. 

Even though the KDX seemed to 
wash out in the tight, narrow turns, it 
turned too slowly on wide turns with 
berms. Trying to square off a turn by 
using a berm wasn't all that easy; we 
found ourselves drifting over berms, 
even with the bike leaned way over. 





After some practice, we managed to 
get the knack: it takes sitting way up 
on the tank with shoulders over the 
handlebars. That’s a must on the 
KDX. 

Slowing the Kawasaki down is 
reasonable but could be better. The 
front brakes works well, but the shoes 
wear out after a short period of time. 
We would much rather see a disc 
brake or, at least, a double-leading 
shoe type next year. 

The rear brakes get the job done 
quite well without the worry of it 
locking up causing stalling. Both 
front and rear binders were not affected 
by stream crossings. 

The bar/peg/seat relationship is a 
comfortable one. While riding over 
rocks, through twisty trails and over 
jumps the KDX is easy to maneuver 
and throw around. At first, the handle- 
bars felt a little too low, and we were 
concerned about hitting our knees on 
them through tight turns — but that

never actually happened. We quickly 
adapted to the low-swept bars. 

Our biggest gripes about the Kawa- 
saki is its fuel capacity — it’s still too 
small. We could only manage about 
50 hard-riding miles per tankful; we'd 
like about 70. 

On the subject of the fuel tank, the 
stylish blue-and-white decals are junk. 
Before we even rode the KDX, those 
pretty little decals were bubbling up, 
the edges peeling off. After an hour’s 
worth of riding, one decal was com- 
pletely torn off; the other side’s decal 
remained in one piece, but had a 
serious case of the “bumps” — bub- 
bles underneath. 

The Kawasaki KDX200 is still the 
best small-bore enduro bike we've 
ridden, but there is room for improve- 
ment.

The RADD 
Suspension 


System

When it comes to designing and building 
motorcycles, form is generally as important 
— if not more — than function. In other 
words, how a bike works isn’t enough; it’s 


got to look pretty sharp too. A 


scan of the latest crop of road 
burners, like Kawasaki's Ninja 
or the Honda Interceptor will 
reveal that they were shaped as much 
by marketing as engineering. 

Enter RADD, aka Rationally Ad- 
vanced Design Development. It’s the 





James Parker of Santa Fe, New Mex- 
ico. According to Parker this is the 
way motorcycle suspension will be. 
But, if the RADD Suspension System 
will be part of motorcycling’s future, 
time will tell. One thing is definite: it 
is different. 

Parker operates his own general 
contracting company in Santa Fe and 
builds houses. To promote his new 


| 7 design front end, he created RADD, 





from which he hopes to establish a 
development deal with a major (Jap- 
anese, who else?) manufacturer. Park- 
er says that he’s already working 
“very slowly with a manufacturer” at 
present, but doesn’t care to mention 
any names. “They (the company in 
question) like to play things close to 
the chest,” says Parker. 

To ensure any claim and benefits 
which may come his way, Parker says 
that he is working with an expe- 
rienced patent attorney who's famil- 
iar with government red tape, the 
primary pitfall for many budding 
inventions. If Parker’s system is as 
good as he claims, then the time and 
money already invested may eventu- 
ally be worth it. “Interest in the 
motorcycle industry is cautious,” he 
adds. 

Even to those who are familiar 
with the bizarre appearance of such 
machines as the ELF endurance racer 
(which is equipped with its own 
brew of center-hub front suspension) 
must agree that the RADD system is 
well, different, too. But Parker says it 
works well, overcoming many prob- 
lems which plague current fork de- 
signs. 

“Forks,” say Parker, “could be des- 
cribed as a bad engineering solution” 
when it comes to attaching the front 
wheel to the rest of the motorcycle. 
Parker believes that the 30-plus year 
reign of telescopic forks as they exist 
now has been all but played out. The 
problems of steering geometry, hand- 





ling and suspension operation must 
be answered with new solutions. “The 
way forks are designed today, they 
have so many compromises,” Parker 
observes. But his design ‘“‘comprom- 
ises less.” 

Parker says that his approach to 
the problem comes from two points 
of view. As a Norton dealer and club 
racer in the early ‘70s, Parker says he 
had the opportunity to “see where 
things break when you build a race 
bike.” He observed that the forks 
were subject to lateral as well as verti- 
cle forces, transmitting them up into 
thesteering head and back down into 
the frame. This is why frames have 
lots of tubes, he reasoned. 

Further inspiration came in 1978 
when the fabled ELF endurance racer 
came out, and even though Parker 
thought that the bike’s center-hub 
steering system and suspension ar- 
rangement was a step in the right 
direction, he didn’t think that it went 
far enough. 

Parker thought that the ELF de- 
sign’s main flaw was that it didn’t 
eliminate “bump steer;’’ when, as the 
front wheel hits a bump in the road, 
the impact creates a tendency for it to 
turn, or steer, in spite of what the 
rider may have in mind. 

Other problems that Parker believes 
are inherent with the ELF include 
limited steering clearance and sus- 
pension travel. “I did a number of 
analysis drawings of what they had,” 
says RADD's inventor,’ “and disco-

vered that the ELF has about two 
inches of travel.” 

After working everything out on 
paper, Parker began the real work 
late last year. The test-bed for the pro- 
ject was an ‘83 Honda XL600R 
Parker began cutting, welding, ma- 
chining and fabricating in October 
and didn’t stop until December. The 
first ride was in January. According 
to Parker, everything worked as 
planned. “The front end is plush, 
with six inches of travel. Steering is 
very light. We started out using a 
steering damper because we didn't 
want to do any tank slappers down 
the road, but we got rid of it because 
the front wheel didn't even wobble, 
no matter what we did.” 

To achieve the bike's final form, 
Parker began cutting off frame mem- 
bers from about the top of the cylinder 
head on up. Gone were the steering 
head and backbone; bye-bye forks. In 
their place new tubes and gussets 
were welded to accomodate the lower 
and upper arm pivots. In place of the 
frame backbone, a stee! box was weld- 
ed up; it bolts to the frame and dou- 
bles as the gas tank and steering head. 
Since no stresses are transmitted to 
the steering head, the box/tank is 
made of thin gauge material. 

Unlike previous center-hub steer- 
ing designs with pivot and. control 
linkages inside the hub, Parker’s sys- 
tem has a large pivot — a kingpin — 
achoring at the axle and just beyond 
the circumference of the tire. It’s 
connected by ball joints to a short 
upper A-arm anda longer lower arm; 
a telescoping steering column at- 
taches to the top of the kingpin where 
it meets the A-arm. 

The steering head and A arm run 
on ball bearings, while the lower arm 
and wheel rely on tapered rollers. A 
Moto-X Fox single shock has been 
specially modified by Fox to fit the 
system and has a remote reservoir. 
The complete assembly has a steering 
angle of 27° with 3.6-inches of trail. 
Parker „made. the lower arm, from 





mild steel, while the kingpin and A- 
arm were fabricated from 4130 chrome 
moly steel. 

Besides the shock, the only major 
pieces of the system that Parker didn’t 
make was the shock linkage. It comes 
from the Honda XL600 and is re- 
versed to work properly. 

Most of the major work was in fit- 
ting the front wheel into the system. 
Parker used 16-inch (front) wheels 
from a Honda VF750F Interceptor; a 
little tinkering was done on the rear 
wheel, but the front hub had to be 
extensively machined out to make 
room for the axle, bearings and king- 
pin. A large machined plate bolts 
onto the right side of the front wheel 
and attaches through the hub and the 
single front disc brake, which is also 
Interceptor-derived. Three lug nuts 
on the right side keep the wheel on. 

Outside of the suspension system 
and fancy bodywork, Parker kept 
much of the Honda stock. Another 
Moto-X Fox shock was modified and 
installed in the rear. Everything inside 
the engine is stock, but a K&N air 
filter replaces the stock airbox. And 
since the Honda's oil reservoir was 
lost when the frame’s backbone was 
cutoff, a Yamaha T1600 oil tank and 
an oil cooler were installed. 

The bike's radical appearance was 
made possible by combining stock 
and one-off body parts. The fairing is 
from Honda CB1100F; the seat and 
tail unit is from an Ascot. Everything 
in between — the false gas tank and 
air scoops — were made by Parker. 

Parker is proud of his creation and 
is hopeful of what his suspension 
approach can offer racing as well as 
street bikes. He believes one move can 
eliminate front end dive, fork stic- 
tion, mass transfer, and vague hand- 
ling. 

Now, can everybody else be con- 
vinced? “It may take a long time,” 
says Parker, "before my design is 
accepted by everybody. But after rid- 
ing it, nobody is going to say that 
they'll want to go back to forks again."

Commission approves $7 
million for OHV projects

SAN DIEGO, CA, JULY 25-26 


The ninth meeting of the California Off- 
Highway Motor Vehicle Recreation Com- 
mission in San Diego set many precedents in 
user-agency cooperation. In the past, county 


agencies and even local service 


districts could apply for — and 
receive — OHV grant money 
without user-group support. 
The result was often Taj Mahal-style 
restroom buildings, but very few ac- 
tual OHV opportunities. With the 
creation of the OHMVRC, the deci- 
sion to approve or disapprove OHV 
grants fell upon its seven-mem- 
ber commission, many of whom are 
avid off-road users. 

On July 25, the commission looked 
at over 43 applications for OHV grant 
monies, for a total of $10 million. 
Chaired by Ed Waldheim, the Grant 
Committee spent seven hours decid; 





ing what was needed, with final say left 
up to the commission after it evaluated 
public testimony, committee and staff 
recommendations, and grant applica- 
tions. 

Grants totalling $1.5 million were 
unanimously approved for the Bureau 
of Land Management. They were great 
projects, and there was no negative 
input. The largest grant will go to- 
wards the building of a new camp- 
ground at the Imperial Sand Dunes, 
which is just south of the Gecko 
campgrounds — this is Green Sticker 
money well spent! Another grant will 
be for the printing of Desert Access 
Guides; a third is going towards the 
set-up of a staging area near Clear 
Creek. J 1 











The Forest Service made 23 grant 
requests — many of which asked for 
five years’ worth of opration and main- 
tenance money — which the Commit- 
tee looked at very carefully. O&M 
funds have the potential to consume 
half of our Green Sticker money allot- 
ment every year; so, until we can for- 
mulatea policy toaddress this problem, 
O&M requests have been cut back to 
two years. 


By the way, there was incredible 
input from the public regarding the 
Forest Service’s requests. Comment 
came from several organizations, in- 
cluding the California Four Wheel 
Drive Association, CORVA, and the 
AMA. All grants which received public 
support were approved; several which 
didn't were denied. 

All agencies concerned were put on 
notice that they must form User Advi- 
sory Groups and seek out support 
from clubs and organizations which 
are familiar with the areas in question. 
One in particular was a $17,000 request 
to re-route a trail in the San Bernardino 
National Forest. The CFWDA said 
that the trail was fine as is and that the 
re-route would be passable by two- 
wheel drive vehicles, but not those 
with a Green Sticker. Therefore, except 
for funding some needed signs, the 
request was denied. 

Local grants were hard to resolve, 
but all feasibility studies to increase 
OHV opportunities were approved. A 
project in Lake Madera was denied 
due to many unresolved problems 
regarding nearby housing develop- 
ments. On the other hand, expansion 
of Prairie City OHV Park in Sacra- 
mento was approved, along with O&M 
funding for one year. Likewise, DeAnza 
Cycle Park in Riverside County re- 
ceived a $1 million development grant 
for trail construction, campgrounds, 
signs and a gate entry kiosk. Central 
Valley OHV users will be elated as 
well to know that expansion and 
acquisition for Frank Raines Park 
was approved pending the comple- 
tion of a positive feasibility study. 

The main-reason the commission 
chose to meet at San Diego was to find 
a potential off-road park area close to 
an urban concentration of OHV users. 
We looked at Otay Mesa, which has a 
thousand acres and a lot of local sup- 
port. It will havea southern boundary 
at the Mexican border and will skirt a 
proposed international raceway. The 
commission voted to support the pro- 
ject. 

In other business, the Commission 
honored Vic Wilson for his dedication 
in serving the off-road public. Also 
recognized were American Honda’s Ed 
Glynn for his company’s outstanding 
support and equipment loans for safety 
programs, and Darryl Bassani of Bas- 
sani Manufacturing for his technical 
assistance with noise abatement re- 
quirements and also for fine-tuning ve- 
hicles for volunteers. 

One of our biggest problems is to 
come up with an access plan for 
Pismo Beach. San Luis Obispo County 
has recommended a northern access 
route, so the staff has prepared a crea- 
tive plan in which we would trade 
with SLOC Parks and Recreation for 
land we need, giving up vegetated and 


closed land that we can’t use anyway. 


This move would increase the net 
rideable area by 430 acres, and we 
would also acquire land to the north 
of Pier Avenue for parking and en- 
trance to the park. This plan has been 
approved and there will be a progress 
report after our Pismo Beach meeting 
on September 27 and 29. 

At Pismo we will approve the pol- 
icy we need to operate at top efficiency. 
As you can see, we are working hard to 
give you the most value for your 
Green Sticker dollar. e

Oliver takes AFM 
Golden Gate 
Challenge

SONOMA, CA, JULY 29 

Rich Oliver, riding a Kosman 
Kawasaki Superbike, took the 
Golden Gate Challenge, the 
American Federation of Motor- 
cyclists North’s annual run-what- 
you-brung shootout of the club's fast- 
est riders. 

The selection process for the race is 
based on lap times and the Formula 
Three race always provides serveral 
entries. Kurt Bickel, continued his 
recent domination of the class on his 
Red Line/Lockhart Yamaha. Among 
the victims of his flag-to-flag lead 
was Chuck Aksland on his Kenny 
Roberts-sponsored TZ250. Aksland 
was third off the line, but quickly 
passed David Scott on a Sports Video 
International Yamaha. Scott replied 
with increasing pressure on Aksland 
and, after five laps of trying, got past 
Aksland and went on to chase, close 
on, but never catch Bickel. 

Several of the front runners quali- 
fied for the Challenge, but Bickel and 
Aksland declined and joined a small 
group of riders protesting the club 
vote to spend money on more and 
better trophies instead of the cash 
prizes given the last few years. 

Before the Formula One race, the 
big attraction in the pits was the new 
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Greg Taylor (49) and Anthony Garcia (419) lead eventual CRC Saddle- 
back 250cc Intermediate winner Tim Whitlock. Taylor wound up sixth in 
the standings; Garcia DNF the second moto and wound up 16th. 





Kosman F1 creation, a Segali frame 
wrapped around an ex-works 1000cc 
Kawasaki motor. When the race start- 
ed, Don Greene got off to a slow start 
on the new machine. Kerry Bryant on 
his SuperTrapp Kawasaki was first 
into the first turn, with Denny Doherty 
close behind on his Motors West/ 
Hannan Machine Kawasaki. 

Rich Oliver, on another Kosman 
machine, and Greene mounted an 
attack on the leaders. Oliver quickly 
took first and Greene moved up to 
second in the high speed sweep of 
turn nine. He quickly reeled in Oliver 
and slipped inside him at the turn 
seven hairpin. Doherty had third by 
himself when Bryant slowed and then 
pulled off. 

Greene ran away from Oliver, 
lengthening his lead to 14 seconds. 
By the halfway point, Edwin Woo 
had worked his TZ750 through the 
pack and set his sights on Doherty. 
The pair picked up the pace and 
battled for the rest of the way, but ran 
out of race before they caught Oliver. 
Woo won the battle and third place. 

The Golden Gate Challenge brings 
together a mixture of machines that 
rarely meet on the race track. The 
grid, chosen on the basis of lap times, 
included Formula One, Formula 
Three, Superstreet bikes ranging from 
big bore Open class down to GPz550s, 
and a Formula S thumper. 

Greene, on the F1 Kawasaki, quick- 
ly shot to the lead from the pole posi- 
tion. Oliver and Doherty gave chase 
on their Kawasaki Superstreet ma- 
chines, Edwin Woo, on a TZ750, fell 
a few seconds behind, but started to 
close the gap. Woo was being pres- 
sured by Scott on a TZ250, which is at 
its best on the tight and twisty Sears 
Point course. 

The order held until the race was 
stopped. Mark Ruffner had gone down 
hard in turn three and the line through 
the corner was blocked. 

When the race was re-started, Oliver 
took the holeshot, with Greene in hot 
pursuit. The chase lasted a lap, until 
Greene pulled off, the bike running 
on only three cylinders.

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Denning

SUNNYMEAD, CA, AUG. 12 
Pomona Valley Kawasaki's 
Mark Denning put together a 
flawless 1-1 score in DeAnza's 
125cc Pro class, earning top 


money over Rincon's Lance Gorton. 

Suzuki Country’s Todd Baldwin 
holeshot the first moto and started a 
pace that only Denning could keep 
time with. Sunwest Yamaha's Mark 
Decker was holding a strong third, 
but Gorton was slowly reeling him in 
with Team Beef's Gerry Lattimer

Bald- 
win rolled through the checkers a 
strong second over Gorton who pulled 
away from Lattimer about two laps 
from the finish. 

Denning rounded the turn first in 
the second moto, while Baldwin went 
for the inside line in front of Latti- 





mer, Decker, and Gorton. Unfortu- 
nately, Baldwin's front end slipped 
out from under him again and the 
pack left him in a flurry of dust. Den- 
ning wasted no time pulling a com- 
fortable lead and setting a pace just 
slightly faster than anyone else to 
carry him through the checkered flag.

The Open Stock Production 
class at American Federation 
of Motorcyclists’ Willow 
Springs meet showed a heated 


debate between northern chapter 
members Kevin Dolan and Marshall 
Browne.

But it seems he 
had an undiagnosed fuel line obstruc- 
tion; every time he tried to get on the 
gas hard, the bike coughed and sput- 
tered. 

Dolan and Browne had another 
showdown in the Open Modified 
Production. Browne was able to 
stretch more of a lead by the end of 
the race than he could in the first 
confrontation; Dolan had to settle for 
another second place. Tom Fowler, 
who took third, was disqualified for 
running aftermarket pipes. 

Walt Nitto and Ed Ragle wentatit 
in the 600cc Modified Production 
and really puton a race! Ragle stalked 
Nitto, waiting to make his move. But 
Ragle led into the turn eight sweeper 
the last lap, Nitto set up for the 
pass, and pulled it off as they entered 
turn nine. It was a very close finish, 
with Nitto the victor. 

In the 600cc Stock Production Al 
Ross, Ragle and Crag Mastin swapped 
the lead several times each lap for the 
entire race. Ragle led off the start, but 
soon found himself in the midst of a 
hot battle with Ross and Mastin. 
Finally, in lap seven (of eight), Ross 
managed to grab the premier posi- 
tion and held it to take the win. Mas- 
tin settled for second, followed by 
Ragle. 

The 450cc Modified Production 
was also a close contest as Andy 
Leisner and Alex White diced the full 
eight laps. In a nearly side-by-side 
finish, Leisner was the victor. 

White led the 450cc Stock Produc- 
tion flag-to-flag, uncontested. Willy 
Sarzi took second ahead of a conflict 
over third, with six riders all vying 





for the position. Joe Randazzo took 
it, was protested, and lost, giving the 
number three prize and points to 
Steve Fleming. 

The 600cc Superstreet was to be a 
confrontation between Nitto and 
Todd Brubaker. Nitto led off the line, 
with Brubaker getting his usual poor 
start; this time in eighth. By turn 
three, Brubaker was in third, and 
soon after, was on Nitto’s tail. In the 
third lap, however, Brubaker passed 
Nitto entering the turn-two sweeper. 
Brubaker went into off-camber turn 
four too hot, went into downhill turn 
five, way too fast, and the front end 
washed-out. He crashed hard, trap- 
ping his leg under the bike as he slid, 
badly injuring his foot. (He is, at this 
writing, scheduled for surgery to re- 
pair the damage.) Nitto had backed 
off a touch as Brubaker passed him, 
so was able to avoid the wreckage and 
go on to take the win.

Dick/Holden battle 
continues at S.I.R.

KENT, WA, AUG. 5 
Along with regular AMA D-27 
road racing, the Can-Am Series 
attracted road racers to Seattle 
International Raceway. Morn- 
ing thundershowers dampened the 
qualifying heats, and during the lunch 
break, Clarke-Simpkins Honda’s Steve 
Dick glanced at the skies and said, 
“Tve been holding off removing rain 
tires from the Interceptors until we 
can tell what the weather does.” After 
that he borrowed compressed air from 
crosstown rival Robert Holden and 
went about mounting regular covers. 
He made the right decision, because 
the rain held off through the after- 
noon’s eight-lap main events. 
Vancouver Suzuki's “hired gun” 
— New Zealander Holden — is giv- 
ingtwo-time Canadian Superbike Champ 
Dick no quarter in the Can-Am Ser- 
ies. After three rounds Dick held a 
slight advantage, but Holden gained 
ground in this event. Dick defeated 
him twice, in 750cc Production and 
Formula One, but Holden apparently 
emerged with 55 championship points 
to Dick's 40, as a result of a seventh- 





place finish in 600cc Cafe and a second 
to class leader Chuck Wiley in Super- 
bike. 


Up from Portland, Oregon, Keith 
Pinkstaff ran an FJ1100 in the D-27 
Open Production class, run concur- 
rently with the 750cc Can-Am. Pink- 
staff took the overall win ahead of 
Steve Littlejohn's Katana 1000 and 
Joe Davis’ tiny GS550. 


In the Can-Am Formula One final, 
Davis got a great start on his Renton 
Suzuki-sponsored mount. At the apex 
of turn two Holden's GS1150 surged 
past, but Davis got the drive out of 
the corner and was first to the down- 
hill esses. 


Next time around Davis was in 
fourth position with Holden just in 
front of Dick's VF1000 and Randy 
Skiver's 750 Interceptor was nipping 
at their heels. Holden and Dick con- 
tinued to lap side by skde, with Skiver 
occasionally getting sideways as he 
attempted to make up the displace- 
ment difference. 


Meanwhile, Dale Franklin eased 
his Motorcycle Works Yamaha TZ250 
past Davis and into fourth, then took 
Skiver for third. On the white-flag 
lap Franklin held second briefly, but 
Holden took it back at the checkered 
flag. 

After his seventh-place ride in the 
Laguna Seca Superbike final, Skiver's 
priority is securing the number one 
plate at S.I.R. To that end he took the 
overall Superbike victory for D-27 
points, and snuck past Jeff Morrow’s 
Interceptor for the 860cc Cafe win.

fairly short term about our intentions 
for 1985. As far as Class C racing goes, 
Carlisle has two obligations. One is 
obviously to do the very best we can 
in the interest and viability of racing. 
The other. part is more basic and 
probably more important and that is 
guaranteeing a dividend to the stock- 
holders of this company. There is a 
possibility we would withdraw from 
our involvement in Class C.” 

Wayne Moulton, head of the AMA's 
competition department and on whose 
shoulders the decision about a solu- 
tion to the tire wear problem lies, 
said, “What we've been doing ever 
since the Hawthorne Mile is gather- 
ing facts and looking at solutions 
and options. Hopefully we'll have 
everything together we need and will 
be able to make a decision on the 
problem which will be best for all 
concerned before the (August 25-26) 
Indy Mile doubleheader. I'd like to 
have the problem completely solved, 
at least for this season, by Syracuse 
(September 9).”’ 

Asked if there was a problem with 
the Carlisle tire, Moulton said, ''Car- 
lisle's position is that the 51S is the 
only tire they're going to build. They 
don't have the engineering time, 
capability or budget to do more devel- 
opment work on it and make it 
harder even if they wanted to. There 
are pros and cons on exactly how the 
tire performs. Everyone naturally com- 
pares the Carlisle with the Goodyear 
and basically says the Goodyear wears 
better, but there isn’t anybody who 
can provide data to back that up. Car- 
lisle says their tire is just as good. The 
problem is that the riders are dialed 
in to the Goodyear and continued to 
use them right up to the withdrawal 
of authorization so we don’t really 
know if the Carlisle is right or not. 

“We've started some contact with 
other tire companies to see if they 
have any interest in building dirt 
track tires,” continued Moulton. “At 
one time Dunlop had some interest 
and we've got them looking at it 
again. Whether or not they'll come 
up with anything positive is hard to 
tell. 

“One objective is to encourage 
Goodyear to build race tires again. 
Goodyear is giving consideration to 
that proposal and we've had some 
discussions with middle management 
on that. The discussions have been 
encouraging. However, any decision 
on that must come from much higher 
up in the company. If they would be 
willing to build a certain amount of 
tires to get us through the end of the 
season it would get us out of the 
woods and give the riders both Car- 
lisle and Goodyear tires to run on. 

“As see it,” said Moulton, ''we've 
got a short term and a long term 
problem. The short term is the most 
important and that's to get us through 
the season at some tracks, like Syra- 
cuse, where tire wear is a definite fac- 
tor. We've got to get through this sea- 
son and, at the same time, make sure 
we are covered for next year with 
adequate supplies and support. We 
need the help of the tire companies. 
That's the weak link in our racing 
right now. We need engineering 
support with tire people who can 
define the problems.” 

Moulton concluded by saying, “I 
guess what we need is either a one 
brand, one tire rule for dirt track or 
we need two, three or four companies 
building dirt track tires. That way we 
would have both competition and 
development.” 

Johnny Kerns of Goodyear's rac- 
ing tire department noted that it was 
the AMA’s decision to withdraw their 
tire from use, thus setting up the sce- 


ceerd 





nario forthe situation the AMA faces 


on tire wear. “We went over our 
stocks before sending our proposal to 
the AMA (for 1984) and I felt we had 
enough tires to make it through the 
season for the miles, but they didn’t 
agree with that.” 

Kerns confirmed the request by the 
AMA for Goodyear to resume manu- 
facturing racing tires. “We are being 
requested by the AMA to manufac- 
ture more tires with a production run 
which would provide a supply for 
next season. However, it will take a 
high level executive decision to allow 
us to do that. I've given Bill Boyce (of 
the AMA) our inventory of tires left. 
We have 164 of the A17 tires within 
the Goodyear warehouse and within 
our tire distributor system. Harley- 
Davidson and Honda also have some 
stock, plus there are a number of 
teams and riders with the tires on 
hand. I would guess there are in the 
range of 200 tires available for use 
right now. With the proper care — 
rationing or however the AMA would 
want to handle it — a system could be 
devised where that number would get 
them through all the mile Nationals 
left this year.” 

Honda team manager Gene Romero 
proposed a solution using Goodyear 
tires for the remaining races. “We 
would need only 102 tires to supply 
every rider on the starting grid in the 
six remaining Nationals with one 
tire,” said Romero. “I’ve already 
proposed this to the AMA in the 
interest of rider safety and to give the 
fans what they pay for when they 
come to see a mile — 25 laps of hard 
racing.” 

While Harley-Davidson’s Clyde 
Denzer agreed with Romero that his 
proposal would provide a short term 
solution to the problem, he felt it 
would be unfair to Carlisle. “The big 
question is what would this type of 
solution do to Carlisle?” questioned 
Denzer. “What’s to stop them from 
halting their race tire production? If 
they did, we'd really have a problem 
on our hands.” 

Tuner Tex Peel had his own ideas 
about the problem. “There isn't any 
good answer to the problem,” said 
Peel. “Using the Goodyear tire to fin- 
ish out the season would be only a 
crutch and not addressing the long 
term problem.” 

Gary Scott, the Camel Pro Series 
dirt track rider representative on the 
AMA professional rules board, was 
very strong in his views. “I believe the 
AMA is acting irresponsibly in not 
having already made a decision on 
the problem based on what happened 
at Hawthorne,” said Scott. “It’s 
obvious there’s a problem. I men- 
tioned this was coming three months 
ago to both the AMA and Carlisle 
representatives. The AMA's answer 
was that they weren't in the tire busi- 
ness while Carlisle didn’t believe there 
would be a problem. The Carlisle we 
are using is a lot softer compound 
than the Goodyear and we've had 
problems with the Goodyear not last- 
ing a full 25 laps at tracks like Syra- 
cuse, so you know we'll be in trouble 
there (on September 9). Any type of 
wait and see policy is ridiculous. 
Using a Goodyear only in the Na- 
tional isn’t the answer either. You 
don’t practice and race up to the 
National on one type of tire and then 
run the National on another without 
it making a big change in the way 
you set up your bike.” 

Moulton will be at the Indianapo- 
lis Mile Nationals to observe the 
working of whatever interim solu- 
tion to the tire wear problem he 
decides upon. Carlisle’s Yaw couldn't 
give a firm answer on whether or not 
a tire engineer from the company 
would be on hand. Goodyear, at this 
point no longer involved, has no rea- 
son to send a representative. ®
